We  give  God  the  glory  for  its  existence,  over  a  period  of  one  hundred  years  contributing  to 
the  spiritual,  moral,  economic  and  educational  growth  of  this  community  as  a  guiding  light  by  the  grace  of 
God  in  faith,  hope  and  love. 

We  cherish  the  memory  of  hundreds  of  people  who  once  worshipped  and  served  here  but  have  gone  to 
their  reward,  leaving  behind  their  friends  and  loved  ones  to  carry  on  the  work  of  God  to  the  glory  and  praise 
of  His  Holy  Name.  May  they  rest  in  peace  while  their  works  do  follow  them. 

Services  began  with  the  Sunday  School,  continuing  with  the  morning  worship  and  climaxed  with  the 
dedicatorial  service  after  a  timely  and  tasty  fellowship  dinner. 

The  Centennial  Sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Reverend  George  W.  Dudley,  pastor  of  the  great  Mount 
Zion  First  Baptist  Church  of  the  city  of  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  who  was  accompanied  by  his  choir, 
ushers,  deacons  and  members  in  large  numbers  who  added  the  dignity  and  spiritual  magnitude  expected 
and  needed  for  such  an  occasion. 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  JERUSALEM  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


The  recorded  history  of  the  activities  of  Negro 
Baptists  before  the  Civil  War  is  inextensive.  It  is 
noted  however,  that  there  were  but  few  Negro  Bap- 
tist Preachers  during  that  time.  One  of  the  first 
known  to  Baptist  history  was  the  Reverend  Harry 
Cowan,  who  during  the  Civil  War,  served  as  body- 
servant  to  General  Joseph  Johnson. 

Mr.  Cowan  baptized  eight  thousand  persons  dur- 
ing his  seventy  years  in  the  ministry. 

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  there  were  400,000 
Negro  Baptists  in  the  United  States  among  whom 
were  many  North  Carolinians. 

Among  these  Baptists  was  Rev.  Buck  Alston 
who  organized  the  first  Church  in  a  bush  harbor 
and  became  its  pastor.  Even  though  this  was  a  very 
crude  house  of  worship.  God's  spirit  dwelled  in  the 
hearts  of  His  Servants  and  he  lead  them  by  His 
power,  and  save  dthem  by  His  Grace. 


After  a  short  period  of  time,  it  was  decided 
among  the  few  members  that  a  better  place  of  wor- 
ship should  be  built.  With  meager  earnings  but  by 
faith,  hope  and  Love,  they  erected  a  small  Log  Hut 
and  named  it  Ramey  Chapel.  This  Church  organiza- 
tion reportedly,  grew  out  of  Coley  Springs. 

God  blessed  the  services  of  those  old  pioneers, 
of  Christian  Faith  and  after  a  period  of  time  they 
built  a  little  frame  structure  just  across  the  road 
from  our  present  location  and  the  church  name  was 
changed  to  Jerusalem  Baptist  Church. 

This  location  was  used  for  several  years.  After 
which  Jerusalem  was  re-located  in  the  beautiful 
grove  of  trees  but  still  in  a  frame  building  which 
showed  some  progress.  This  spot  was  erected  about 
46  or  48  years  ago.

LIBERATA  KIHOHIA 


Mrs.  Home,  by  asking  me  to  write  a  short  ac- 
count of  my  past  life,  gave  me  a  great  opportunity 
to  express  my  heart  felt  gratitude  to  all  members 
of  the  Baptist  Woman's  Convention  for  the  great 
and  unforgettable  help  you  gave  me.  My  life  is  not 
of  much  significance,  yet,  I  am  going  to  talk  of  it 
freely,  for  I  feel  like  telling  it  to  friends  whom  I 
want  to  get  to  know  well  and  them  to  know  me. 

I  was  born  June  2,  1945  on  a  small  farm  about  26 
miles  north  west  side  of  Nairobi,  Kenya's  capital 
city.  My  father,  Philip  Kamau,  has  four  wives  and 
20  children.  I  am  the  only  child  of  the  first  wife, 
Judith  Njoki.  This  custom  of  a  man  getting  mar- 
ried to  as  many  wives  as  one  can  afford  has  long 
been  a  fashion  in  Kenya,  being  the  only  way  a  man 
could  show  off  his  wealth  and  power.  None  of  my 
parents  went  to  school,  but  when  I  was  born  they 
had  realized  the  value  of  education.  The  schools 
then  were  very  scarce  all  over  Kenya,  and  partic- 
ularly in  our  province.  However,  I  was  lucky  for 
there  happened  to  be  one  four-year  Baptist  Mission- 
ary school  just  about  a  mile  from  our  home.  I  was 
sent  to  this  school  at  the  age  of  seven.  My  two  half- 
brothers  and  two  half-sisters  were  already  there. 
It  is  here  too  I  first  met  John,  now  my  husband. 

Unlike  today,  missionary  schools  in  Kenya  were 
cheaper  than  government  schools.  In  Kenya,  school 
fees  are  paid  right  from  the  first  grade  to  12th 
grade.  The  higher  the  grade,  the  higher  the  fees. 
After  12th  grade  the  school  is  free.  This  is  because 
only  a  very  few  can  afford  college  fees. 

When  I  finished  the  four  years  at  this  school, 
Mukerenju,  I  joined  a  Catholic  Missionary  School, 
Mugiori,  about  a  hundred  miles  away  from  home. 
It  was  the  nearest  school  of  this  standard  I  could 
attend.  It  was  exciting  at  first  to  be  a  boarder  for 
the  first  time  but  that  experience  of  being  away 
from  home  for  three  months  was  really  bitter.  It 
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was  my  first  time  too,  to  be  close  to  a  white  person, 
Tor  our  teachers  here  were  Italian  nuns.  Kenya  was 
still  a  British  Colony,  and  rarely  then  a  white  per- 
son, except  missionaries,  mixed  with  black  people. 
We  had  a  religious  life  in  this  school.  To  belong  to 
it,  one  had  to  be  a  Catholic  whatever  ones  creed  had 
been  before,  be  baptized,  go  to  church  three  times 
a  day,  and  receive  Holy  Communion  every  morning. 
Religion  was  the  main  subject  for  everybody. 

Even  during  the  holidays  we  were  required  to 
walk  to  the  nearest  Catholic  church  at  least  twice  a 
week  and  get  from  the  Priest  a  slip  to  show  at  the 
school  that  we  did  attend  the  church.  The  nearest 
Catholic  church  to  our  home  was  about  ten  miles 
away.  Walking  there  and  back  sounds  hard  even 
to  me  now,  but  at  that  time  it  was  an  ordinary  com- 
mon thing  to  do.  I  had  a  good  time  here  though,  for 
the  teachers  were  very  nice  and  I  found  every  sub- 
ject quite  interesting.  I  had  started  a  different  kind 
of  life,  even  back  at  home. 

At  that  time,  not  many  parents  bothered  send- 
ing their  daughters  to  school,  and  many  who  would 
have  done  so  could  not  afford  the  fees  or  they  could 
not  trust  their  daughters  away  from  home.  More- 
over, there  used  to  be  a  very  selective  test  given 
after  the  fourth  year  of  school  because  of  the  scar- 
city of  the  schools  with  fifth  grade  and  up.  This  is 
what  made  our  lives  back  at  home  somehow  dif- 
ferent for  even  our  former  playmates  and  agemates 
now  considered  us  as  belonging  to  a  different  class 
of  mental  power  and  integrity!  And  still  this  kind 
of  attitude  from  the  public  increased  considerably 
when  one  passed  the  next  test  to  go  to  high  school. 

I  was  the  first  girl  to  go  to  high  school  in  our 
village.  This  was  1962.  It  was  a  Missionary  school 
too,  and  Catholic.  There  was  not  much  change  in 
general  life,  for  we  did  almost  everything  we  used 
to  do  at  Mugiori.  We  had  Irish  teachers  here.  In 
my  second  year  in  high  school  I  lost  my  father. 
This  had  much  more  effect  on  me  because  the  fees 
in  this  school  were  high  and  the  whole  burden  was 
left  on  my  mother  who  worked  herself  almost  to 
death  to  keep  me  in  school.  I  could  not  help  crying 
sometimes  when  I  saw  her  during  the  vacations. 
Even  at  one  time  I  was  so  touched  by  her  failing 
condition  of  health  that  I  had  decided  to  drop  out 
of  school  and  help  her  to  work  at  the  house.  But 
she  did  not  allow  me  to  do  so.  She  was  really  proud 
of  my  being  in  high  school.  Her  condition  and  advice 
encouraged  me  much  in  my  studies.  It  was  a  won- 
derful relief  for  her  and  myself  when  I  finished 
high  school  and  was  accepted  in  the  University  of 
East  Africa  in  Nairobi,  where  there  were  no  fees 
and  no  uniforms  to  buy  except  signing  a  bond  that 
one  would  work  with  the  Kenya  government  for 
three  years  after  completion  of  the  course. 

At  high  school,  one  of  my  subjects  was  health 
science.  The  study  of  this  subject  has  inspired  me 
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to  make  an  active  contribution  towards  improving 
the  poor  living  conditions  which  prevailed  in  most 
homes  in  Kenya,  due  to  lack  of  knowledge  especially 
in  the  fields  of  child  care,  nutrition,  food,  hygiene 
and  home  management.  This  is  what  made  me  de- 
cide to  major  in  Home  Economics.  The  University 
of  East  Africa  offers  a  three  year  course  in  Home 
Economics  after  which  a  student  receives  a  diploma 
at  a  satisfactory  completion. 

While  I  was  still  taking  this  course  I  developed 
a  feeling  of  wishing  to  further  my  knowledge  be- 
yond the  diploma  level  —  at  least  study  for  a  de- 
gree. John  was  then  leaving  for  America.  We  agreed 
that  after  I  finished  my  course  I  would  come  to 
America  to  marry  him  and  study  for  a  degree. 

Coming  to  America  from  Kenya  is  not  a  simple 
thing.  My  case  particularly  had  a  lot  of  problems. 
To  begin  with,  it  took  a  considerable  time  to  be 
accepted  at  Meredith  College  due  to  some  delays  in 
my  educational  record  transaction.  After  being  ac- 
cepted, I  was  given  a  $500.00  scholarship  by  Mere- 
dith estimates.  I  could  not  be  allowed  to  leave  Ken- 
ya without  first  showing  both  the  Kenya  Govern- 
ment and  the  American  Embassy  in  Kenya  where 
I  would  get  the  balance.  I  was  almost  at  the  point 
of  despair  when  John's  friend,  Mr.  Daniel  Ross, 
Director  of  Community  Action  at  Zebron,  stepped 
in  and  offered  to  support  me  with  $1,400.00  for  one 
year.  This  solved  the  problem  of  finance.  Yet  there 
was  another  major  problem  of  great  consideration 
—  transportation. 

Right  from  the  beginning,  John  and  I  had  been 
worrying  how  we  would  secure  the  $659.00  for  my 
transportation.  This  is  a  lot  of  money  in  Kenya 
currency  that  would  have  taken  me  more  than  two 
years  to  save  working  in  Kenya  with  my  diploma. 
I  desperately  wanted  to  come  to  America  at  the 
earliest  convenience  for  besides  going  to  Meredith, 
John  and  I  had  arranged  to  get  married  on  my  arri- 
val. We  were  again  almost  at  the  point  of  despair 
when  John  informed  me  that  Reverend  Alexander, 
School  Minister  at  Shaw  University  had  offered  to 
introduce  us  to  an  organization  that  would  be  in  a 
position  to  help  us.  It  was  such  a  pleasure  when  I 
received  the  news  that  The  Baptist  Woman's  Con- 
vention had  agreed  to  be  responsible  for  my  trans- 
portation! It  was  really  very  kind  of  you  all.  I  feel 
deeply  indebted  to  you,  not  only  for  the  help  you 
offered  me,  but  also  the  unique  kindness  from  Mrs. 
Home  and  the  welcoming  reception  by  the  Exec- 
utive Committee.  I  was  worrying  what  type  of  life 
I  would  lead  among  strange  people  of  completely  dif- 
ferent customs,  but  now  I  feel  quite  at  ease  for  I 
am  living  among  friends.  I  am  indeed  thankful 
and  I  assure  you  that  you  are  always  in  my  heart. 
I  would  be  glad  to  talk  with  many  of  you  for  there 
is  much  I  can  learn  from  you  and  hope  you  can 
lear"  a  little  from  me  about  Africa.  Thank  you  very 
much  once  again. 


A  TREMENDOUS  MID-YEAR  SESSION 

BAPTIST  WOMEN  EXCEED 

STATE  MISSION  GOAL

The  Woman's  Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Convention  of  N.  C.  exceeded  its  $5,000  goal 
for  State  Missions  on  Saturday,  January  11,  dur- 
ing the  Annual  Mid-Year  Business  Session,  when 
the  messengers  reported  $5,294.70.  This  outstand- 
ing Session  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Raleigh,  Dr.  Charles  W.  Ward,  Pastor.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention,  Mrs.  Vera  M.  Slade  of 
Ahoskie,  presided.  Dr.  J.  J.  Johnson,  4th  vice  pres- 
ident, GBSC  extended  greetings  to  the  body. 

More  than  1,000  delegates  endured  extremely  cold 
weather,  also  ice  and  snow  to  participate  in  this 
meeting  and  to  proclaim  that  "Jesus  is  relevant  in 
this  present  age."  Every  nook  and  corner  in  First 
Baptist  were  filled.  The  Jr.-Young  People's  Depart- 
ment assembled  at  Shaw  University. 

The  Executive  Secretary,  Mrs.  M.  A.  Home  of 
Winston-Salem,  presented  the  "Convention  At 
Work".  Highlights  included  special  recognition  for 
the  "Volunteers  For  Christ",  who  reported  contri- 
butions of  $50.00  each  (many  of  these  were  per- 
sonal) totaling  $1,765.00  and  the  presentation  of 
the  Year-Round  Committee  Trophy  to  the  Central 
Orphanage  #2  Committee  Chairman,  Mrs.  Cora 
Reid  of  Mecklenburg  County.  Mrs.  Reid  and  her 
committee  were  praised  for  having  reported  the  larg- 
est amount  of  money  over  their  quota. 

The  1970  Annual  Session  was  discussed,  included 
were  some  improvements  and  the  1970  Budget. 
Certificates  will  be  awarded  to  all  A-l  Circles  and 
Unions  for  Regularity,  and  a  complete  department 
(Seniors-Young  Adults-Juniors)  during  the  Annual 
Session  and  ribbons  will  be  mailed  to  the  recipients 
before  the  convention.  Pre-registration  ($1.50)  and 
Pre-representation  fees  will  be  received  in  the  of- 
fice from  July  1  through  August  1,  1970.  Special 
envelopes  may  be  secured  from  the  office.  The  bud- 
get was  set  for  $90,000.00  and  the  delegates  were 
encouraged  to  do  their  "best  for  Christ".  The  third 
annual  County-Wide  Grand  March  (The  Righteous 
Marching)  will  culminate  on  Thursday  morning  with 
the  County  and  City  Union  presidents  leading  their 
respective  groups.  Trophies  will  be  presented  to  the 
winners.  The  District  Conference  Chairman  will  be 
honored  also  on  Thursday  and  they  will  present  the 
convention  a  "Special  Birthday  Gift  ($86.00  each)". 
The  Annual  Session  will  be  held  with  the  First 
African  Baptist  Church,  Goldsboro,  N.  G,  August 
11-14,  1970.  The  Rev.  Isaac  B.  Horton  is  the  pastor. 
The  Convention  Headquarters  will  be  the  Golds- 
boro Motor  Hotel,  Center  Street.

Secretary  for  Specialized  Assistance  for  Social  Pro- 
jects of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  at  Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Seawell,  formerly  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  Reconciliation  at  Chapel  Hill,  is  now 
executive  director  of  Triangle  COMPLEX  Inc.,  a 
ministry  to  the  systems  of  the  Research  Triangle 
lying  between  Raleigh,  Durham,  and  Chapel  Hill. 
Dr.  Hendricks  is  professor  of  Church-Community 
Development  and  director  of  Field  Work  at  South- 
eastern Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Wake  For- 
est and  is  also  an  author. 

Dr.  Dickinson's  first  address  will  be  at  2:15  p.m. 
on  February  23  on  the  subject,  "Developmental

'MOST  ADMIRED'  LISTED 
BY  BLACK  ORGANIZATION 

(Reprint — Greensboro  Daily  News,  1-11-70) 

The  Alpha  (first)  Chapter  of  Guys  and  Dolls  Inc. 
released  its  first  annual  list  of  the  Ten  Most  Ad- 
mired Black  People  in  Greensboro. 

Guys  and  Dolls  Inc.  is  a  national  black  organiza- 
tion that  was  founded  locally  by  Mrs.  L.  K.  Vereen, 
an  A&T  State  University  faculty  member. 

The  organization  is  composed  of  parents  and  their 
children  with  their  meetings  and  programs  geared 
for  family  participation  as  well  as  for  doing  good 
works. 

The  first  Negro  judge  in  the  South  was  awarded 
the  top  spot  on  their  list.  Judge  Elreta  Alexander, 
author  of  "When  A  Man  Is  Free,"  has  practiced 
before  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  and  several  federal 
district  courts. 

Dr.  George  Simkins,  a  dentist  and  leader  of 
"Equality  For  All  Men,"  was  second  on  the  list. 

The  first  known  Negro  to  serve  in  the  N.  C. 
House  of  Representatives  in  modern  times,  attor- 
ney Henry  Frye,  was  the  third  most  admired  man. 

A.  S.  Webb,  former  chairman  of  the  Human 
Relations  Committee,  was  fourth  on  the  list. 

Number  five  is  the  Rev.  Otis  Hairston,  chairman 
of  the  Christian  Social  Action  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Cecil  Bishop,  member  of  the  N.  C.  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  executive  committee,  was  sixth. 

A  member  of  the  Justice  Department's  Special 
Hearing,  attorney  J.  Kenneth  Lee,  ranked  seventh. 

Frederick  D.  Cundiff,  assistant  superintendent 
of  Greensboro  City  Schols,  was  ranked  eight. 

Mrs.  Mattie  Eccles,  member  of  Council  of  Negro 
Women,  is  ranked  ninth. 

The  tenth  spot  is  also  held  by  a  woman.  Mrs. 
Marguerite  Evans,  treasurer  of  L.  Richardson  Hos- 
pital Auxiliary.

What  is  it  like  to  become  so  dependent  on  drugs 
that  they  become  the  most  important  thing  in  your 
life?  And  then  in  heart-wrenching  torment,  be  help- 
ed by  God's  unfailing  love  and  that  of  understand- 
ing parents  and  church  group  peers,  to  climb  shaki- 
ly back  to  a  fragile  normality? 

Direct  from  the  life  and  lips  of  young  Mark,  an 
actual  teen-age  drug  user,  comes  a  gripping  new 
documentary  film,  THE  YOUTH  DRUG  SCENE, 
that  tells  it  true  and  straight — "just  the  way  it 
WAS— and  IS". 

Why  do  our  "normal  kids",  even  11  or  12-year- 
olds,  get  themselves  hooked  into  the  nightmare  of 
drug  experimentation  and  addiction?  According  to 
Mark  they  are  looking  for  "kicks",  forbidden  pleas- 
ures, peer  status  with  their  more  adventurous  class- 
mates, or  even  one-upmanship  over  these  who  are 
more  conventional.  The  adult  strident  "NO!  NO!" 
often  only  stimulates  the  adolescent's  urge  to  test 
and  to  try.  After  all,  don't  many  of  these  very  same 
adults  themselves  indulge  in  liquor,  barbiturates, 
tobacco,  tranquilizers?  They  just  don't  want  us  kids 
to  grow  up ! 

The  YOUTH  DRUG  SCENE  makes  it  easy  for 
young  people  to  identify  with  its  "hero".  He  is  a 
real  person.  Their  kind  of  person.  He  has  "been" 
there!  This  makes  it  plausible  for  them  also  to 
identify  with  his  just-in-time  discovery  that  the 
life-joys  of  family  and  friends  in  church  and  school 
far  outweigh  the  short-lived  hallucinatory  trips  of 
the  drug  user.  Thus  normal  pleasures  eclipse  the 
abnormal. 

Parents  also  will  find  a  strong  identification  fac- 
tor in  the  film.  All  too  often  as  the  film  points 
out,  they  refuse  to  admit  to  themselves  that  their 
Johnny  or  Susie  could  possibly  be  "onto"  drugs.  It 
simply  cannot  happen,  they  blindly  insist,  to  nice, 
well-brought  up  children  like  theirs.  But  it  can, 
and  it  does. 

In  the  film,  this  real-life  family  shows  their  son 
that  they  continue  to  love  him  despite  all  the  trou- 
bles his  affliction  has  brought  upon  them  and  on 
himself.  This  love — and  his  restored  faith  in  God's 
ever-present  love — is  shown  to  be  a  major  element 
in  the  boy's  regeneration. 

There  is  a  potent  identification  factor  also  for 
any  church  group  privileged  to  view  this  film.  How 
does  a  conventional  church  group  react  when  a 
long-haired  hippie  type  (such  as  Mark  was  during 
certain  periods  of  his  addiction),  puts  in  an  unan- 
nounced appearance?  The  youth  group  shown  in 
the  film  reacted  with  true  Christian  understanding, 
and  this  encouraged  Mark  and  strengthened  the 
lad's  will  to  fight  for  recovery. 

The  dedicated  psychiatrist  to  whom  Mark  was 


persuaded  to  go  for  treatment  found  the  family, 
church  and  community  support  most  helpful  in  get- 
ting Mark  into  that  unfortunately  small  percentage 
of  young  people  who  do  make  it  back  from  so  heavy 
and  protracted  a  drug  use.  Basic  was  Mark's  defi- 
nite spiritual  conversion — his  realization  of  his  need 
for  God's  help,  and  his  certainty  at  last  that  he 
would  surely  receive  and  be  sustained  by  it. 

THE  YOUTH  DRUG  SCENE  could  deservedly 
have  been  sub-titled  "Return  of  the  Prodigal  Son — 
1970".  Discontented,  restless  youth,  today  faring 
forth  to  spend  its  negative  patrimony  in  "riotous 
living"  in  the  sub-culture  of  the  drug  world  is  as 
worthy  of  forgiveness  and  love  as  was  the  son  in 
Scripture,  who  was  "dead"  and  lived  again.

DR.  R.  A.  CROMWELL 
ANNOUNCES  HIS  RETIREMENT 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Nov.  3,  1969 

To  the  Chairman,  Officers  and  members  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Bureau  of  the  Progressive  Na- 
tional Baptist  Convention : 

Dear  Brethren: 

In  January  of  1942  at  the  Board  of  directors 
meeting  of  the  National  Baptist  Convention  in  New- 
ark, New  Jersey,  Dr.  C.  C.  Adams,  who  had  been 
elected  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  National  Baptist  Convention, 
appointed  me  as  his  assistant.  At  this  time  there 
was  no  salary  offered  or  received.  In  January  of 
1946  I  came  to  Philadelphia  as  a  full  time  assistant 
to  Dr.  Adams  at  a  salary  of  $275.00  per  month.  In 
June  of  1950  I  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the 
Childs  Memorial  Baptist  Church  and  continued  as 
parttime  assistant  secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  of  the  National  Baptist  Convention  but  at 
the  reduced  salary  of  $100.00  per  month.  When  the 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Bureau  was  organized  in 
1961,  I  became  the  assistant  secretary  with  no  sal- 
ary, only  an'  expense  allowance  of  $75.00  per 
month.  This  situation  obtained  until  1963,  when, 
on  Dr.  Adams'  retirement  as  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Bureau  the  Board 
graciously  elected  me  as  the  Executive  Secretary.

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OPEN  LETTER  TO  YOUNG  REBELS

Rev.  David  Wilkerson  is  the  author  of  the  best- 
selling,  "The  Cross  and  The  Switchblade,"  "Twelve 
Angels  From  Hell,"  "The  Little  People,"  "Parents 
on  Trial"  and  just  released,  "Purple  Violet  Squish." 
Mr.  Wilkerson  is  a  minister  in  the  Assemblies  of 
God  Church  and  the  founder  and  head  of  Teen 
Challenge.  This  is  an  organization  devoted  to  help- 
ing troubled  youth  which  he  started  ten  years  ago 
when,  as  a  young  preacher,  he  began  speaking  on 
the  streets  of  New  York.  Today  Teen  Challenge  has 
its  headquarters  in  a  new  half-million  dollar  inter- 
national complex  in  Brooklyn.  Through  the  David 
Wilkerson  Youth  Crusades,  Mr.  Wilkerson  speaks  to 
15,000  to  20,000  young  people  each  week.  He  listens 
to  their  questions  and  is  aware  of  the  problems  of 
youth  today.  From  out  of  these  experiences  and  be- 
cause of  his  deep  concern,  he  has  written  the  follow- 
ing open  letter  to  young  rebels. 

ATTENTION  ALL  YOUNG  REBELS ! !  You  do 
your  thing  and  I'll  do  mine.  And  what  is  my  thing? 
I  like  to  preach  the  Word.  There  is  a  wild,  fantastic 
something  in  me  that  wants  to  come  out.  I've  got  a 
message  all  pent  up  inside  and  I'm  going  to  let  it 
out — line  by  line  so  that  it  can  go  down  easy. 

Here  goes! 

You  say,  "Destroy  the  American  system  because 
it  has  not  abolished  unemployment  and  war.'"  Then 
you  must  blow  up  the  hospitals  because  they  have 
not  abolished  cancer. 

You  want  to  make  revolution.  Then  find  out  what 
for. 

The  establishment  is  supposed  to  be  against  the 
poor.  Yet  poverty  in  America  is  on  the  decline. 

In  1900,  about  90  percent  of  our  population  was 
poor.  In  1920,  50  percent.  In  1930,  34  percent.  In 
1968,  only  15  percent.  The  job  is  far  from  finished, 
but  don't  say  someone  is  not  trying. 

Now  who  has  failed?  You  have. 

You  fail  because  you  no  longer  want  to  think. 
You  fail  by  using  violence  to  shut  down  schools. 
You  fail  by  denying  freedom  while  you  cry  freedom 
for  all. 

You  slander  and  abuse  anyone  who  disagrees 
with  you. 

You  steal,  loot  administration  buildings,  and 
defy  all  authority. 

You  try  to  whitewash  your  ignorance  with  ideal- 
ism. You  call  your  hysteria  insight. 

You  say,  "The  American  people  demand  .  .  ." 
Then  you  add  only  what  you  want.  This  is  intel- 
lectual sloppiness. 


You  want  to  "wreck  the  system." 

It  took  centuries  of  pain  and  suffering  to  devise 
democracy.  A  system  that  protects  squares  like  me 
against  rebels  like  you!  That  protects  innocents 
against  fascists.  A  system  that  still  protects  every 
minority  from  tyranny. 

A  system  that  at  lest  tries  to  solve  human  prob- 
lems. A  system  that  still  seeks  to  make  changes  with- 
out violence.  A  system  that  abhors  bloodshed.  A 
system  that  refuses  to  suppress  free  speech. 

A  system  that  allows  reckless  attacks  against  it- 
self. That  allows  mass  demonstrations  to  be  national- 
ly televised.  And  you  want  to  smash  it. 

And  what  would  you  give  us  in  its  place?  Heroes 
such  as  Marx,  Mao  and  Che.  Leaders  who  demand 
power,  while  jailing  students,  writers,  scientists 
and  teachers,  banishing  them  to  labor  or  death — 
only  because  of  their  opinions. 

Tanks  and  armies  rolling  over  borders — to  lib- 
erate." 

You  plan  to  give  us  "nonviolent  coordinating  com- 
mittees," who  engage  in  gunfire  and  violence. 

You  would  dig  out  of  the  grave  a  nineteenth-cen- 
tury ideology,  Marxism. 

You  would  give  us  assertions  and  deny  us  facts. 
Passion  as  a  substitute  for  knowledge.  Slogans  for 
solutions.  Idealism  with  not  an  ounce  of  brains  be- 
hind it. 

No,  thank  you,  my  rioting  student  friends.  What- 
ever its  imperfections — give  me  democracy. 

I  despise  poverty  more  than  you — but  I  am  free 
to  give. 

I  despise  pompous  politicians — but  not  one  has 
my  back  against  the  wall. 

The  smug  affluent  bug  me,  too.  But  God  help  us  if 
we  didn't  have  their  taxes  to  feed  the  poor. 

Sure,  I  know  there  is  a  credibility  gap.  But  it 
beats  having  to  swallow  a  dogma  enforced  by  ter- 
ror. 

Under  democracy  I  am  a  free  man.  Free  to  wor- 
ship God — even  to  the  point  of  fanaticism.  Free  to 
stand  on  any  street  corner  in  America  and  preach 
any  gospel,  under  the  protection  of  a  flag  and  a  con- 
stitution. 

Free  to  travel — to  any  point  on  the  globe.  Free 
to  vote  against  inferior  products  through  dollar 
power,  and  against  dishonest  politicians  with  a 
ballot. 

Rebels  so  far  have  done  little  more  than  to  soften 
the  system. 

They  have  blown  kids'  minds,  frightened  the  con- 
forming classes  questioned  the  legitimacy  of  every- 
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thing,  and  carved  up  capitalism  without  the  fog- 
giest idea  of  where  to  go. 

It  is  more  a  revolution  of  jargon,  slogans,  and 
polysyllables  than  of  substantial  ideas. 

Radicals  and  militants  are  now  addicted  to  the 
capitalist  telephone.  They  accept  invitations  to  speak 
and  the  money  pours  in.  They  become  capitalists. 
They  are  "defanged"'  by  the  dollar.  For  one  thou- 
sand dollars  they  will  curse  "capitalism." 

Why  is  everything  happening  now — and  to- 
gether? A  surplus  of  causes  seems  to  exist.  People 
are  desiring  to  maintain  a  sense  of  their  own  im- 
portance. Trying  to  find  values  in  a  superorganized 
world  of  bigness.  A  vacuum  of  impersonality.  A 
sense  of  powerlessness. 

There's  fear  that  man  no  longer  has  influence 
over  decisions  affecting  his  life.  Loving,  honesty, 
caring  have  become  "corny." 

"Make  love,  not  war"  is  no  longer  lofty  idealism. 
It  is  merely  a  sex  slogan. 

Self -justifying  intellectualism  has  been  exposed 
as  hypocrisy.  It  has  become  popular  to  excoriate 
America  in  four-letter  words. 

People  are  sensing  something  new  happening  in 
their  lives. 

They  can't  touch  it  or  see  it.  It  has  to  do  with  sex- 
ual freedom,  the  kids,  riots  and  assassinations. 
These  things  seem  to  be  related  somehow,  but  no 
one  can  find  the  links.  They  are  underground  con- 
nections. 

Even  space  is  shrinking  in  size.  Good  taste  is 
now  bad  style.  Adjustment  is  now  called  conformity. 
Self-indulgence  has  become  freedom.  Welfare  has 
become  slavery.  Leisure  has  turned  into  loneliness. 

Religion  has  become  "neuroticism."  Goodness  is 
equated  with  weakness.  Honesty  with  stupidity. 

Revolution  may  never  work  in  America.  To  be  a 
revolutionary  is  to  love  your  life  enough  to  change 
it.  There  are  not  enough  of  you  left,  in  love  with 
God  and  life  and  fellowman. 

I  don't  mind  you  doing  your  thing.  But  you  can- 
not do  it  at  any  expense.  The  only  dignity  you  can 
give  to  doubt  is  to  wrap  it  in  silence.  There  is  no 
bravery  in  preaching  revolution  without  purpose 
and  overthrow  without  follow-up. 

Could  it  be  that  you're  really  not  doing  your  thing 
at  all — but  that  your  thing  is  doing  you? 

Before  you  start  "doing  your  thing,"  better  get 
fenced  in  with  love. 

God's  love!

MAKING  THE  MOST  OF  THE  NEW 
GOD  AND  COUNTRY  PROGRAM 
IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

By  ROY  ADELBERG 

For  the  past  five  years,  our  denominational  rep- 
resentatives on  the  National  Church  Commission 
on  Scouting  have  been  working  on  a  top-priority 
project:  A  complete  revision  of  the  Boy  Scout 
God  and  Country  Program.  This  was  recently  com- 
pleted and  the  new  material  will  shortly  be  off  the 
presses. 

The  new  God  and  Country  Program  is  a  program 
of  the  church  in  which  a  Scout,  working  in  a  one- 
to-one  relationship  with  a  counselor,  experiences 
growth  in  his  understanding  of  what  it  means  to 
take  responsibility  as  a  Christian  in  many  areas  of 
life.  Fresh  in  concept,  approach,  and  application, 
the  new  program  bears  little  resemblance  to  the 
old  "award"  program.  As  a  tool  offering  the  latest 
insights  into  the  learning  and  growth  processes, 
it  has  great  potential  as  an  effective  extension  of 
the  Christian  Education  program  of  the  local 
church. 

A  PROGRAM  OF  THE  CHURCH 

In  past  years  there  has  been  a  feeling  on  the  part 
of  some  churches  that  the  God  and  Country  idea  was 
something  imposed  upon  the  church  by  the  Boy 
Scouts  of  America.  Let  it  be  said  here  that  the  new 
God  and  Country  program  belongs  to  the  church. 
It  was  designed  by  the  church  for  use  by  the  church 
as  a  way  of  working  effectively  in  the  lives  of  its 
members  who  are  Boy  Scouts.  As  such,  it  does  not 
take  the  place  of  Christian  Education.  It  provides 
no  magic  "bypass"  to  the  normal  courses  of  study 
which  the  church  requires  of  its  young  people.  What 
it  does  do  is  offer  an  opportunity  to  Scouts  who  are 
church  members  to  put  what  they  have  learned  in 
the  Christian  education  process  to  work  in  their 
daily  lives  and  to  experience  real  responsibility 
as  young  Christians.  As  such,  the  program  becomes 
an  extension  of  the  local  church's  program  of  Chris- 
tian Education. 

A  PROGRAM  OF  INDIVIDUAL  GROWTH 

In  the  new  God  and  Country  program,  the  Scout 
works  in  a  one-to-one  basis  with  a  counselor.  This 
is  not  cut  of  whim  or  fancy  on  the  part  of  those  who 
developed  the  program.  Recognizing  that  each  in- 
dividual has  different  tastes,  interests,  abilities,  and 
levels  of  understanding,  the  program  allows  each 
boy  to  make  certain  choices  within  its  framework. 
He  chooses  to  take  responsibilities  which  interest 
him  and  which  are  within  his  capabilities.  He 
chooses  how  much  time  he  will  spend  in  each 
phase  of  the  program,  possibly  taking  as 
long  as  two  years  for  the  total  experience!  He 
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chooses  how  deeply  he  wishes  to  become  involved 
in  any  of  his  responsibilities.  All  of  these  choices  re- 
quire some  guidance,  hence  the  need  for  a  coun- 
selor. Because  his  choices  provide  for  limitless  var- 
iations in  the  program,  the  counselor  must  deal 
with  each  boy  separately  in  his  own  pattern  of  in- 
dividual growth.  The  program  materials  make  their 
strongest  emphasis  in  giving  help  and  guidance  to 
the  counselor.  Each  church  will  have  to  choose  how 
it  will  handle  the  counseling  situation.  Wherever 
possible  he  should  be  the  minister,  but  where  there 
are  many  boys  involved  in  the  program,  this  is  im- 
oracticable  and  more  than  one  counselor  will  be 
required.  Program  materials  take  this  into  consider- 
ation and  offer  many  guidelines  and  techniques  for 
the  less  experienced  counselor. 

NOT  AN  AWARD-ORIENTED  PROGRM 
Instead  of  offering  an  award  for  a  series  of 
"religious  good  deeds"  as  an  incentive,  the  new  pro- 
gram offers  the  adventure  of  exploring,  through 
personal  experience,  new  horizons  of  faith  in  action. 
The  challenge  of  the  program  itself,  rather  than 
an  award,  becomes  the  motivating  factor.  While 
activities  and  service  are  a  part  of  the  program, 
they  are  expanded  into  opportunities  for  boys  to 
come  really  committed  to  taking  genuine  responsi- 
bilities as  Christians,  not  only  within  the  church, 
but  within  the  various  communities  of  which  they 
are  a  part;  ranging  from  the  familiar  to  the  new, 
from  local  to  worldwide,  and  from  the  present  to 
the  future.  If  that  sounds  like  a  lot  ...  it  is.  It  will 
take  an  entirely  new  approach  on  the  part  of  the 
church  offering  the  program  to  fully  realize  the 
program's  potential. 

HOW  TO  GET  INVOLVED 

Space  here  does  not  permit  a  detailed  analysis  of 
the  steps  and  areas  covered  by  the  program.  The 
God  and  Country  materials  are  now  or  will  shortly 
be  available  through  your  local  Protestant  or  Re- 
ligious Relationship  Committee  on  Scouting  or  your 
local  Scout  Trading  Post.  The  minister,  Christian 
Education  Committee,  and/or  the  sponsoring  com- 
mittee for  your  church's  Scout  troop  or  Explorer 
post  should  study  the  material  and  decide  how  your 
church  may  make  the  best  use  of  the  opportunity. 
If  your  church  does  not  sponsor  a  Scouting  unit, 
there  are  undoubtedly  Boy  Scouts  who  are  a  part 
of  your  church  family.  They  should  have  the  op- 
portunity to  go  through  the  program  in  their  home 
church. 

Above  all,  as  your  church  approaches  the  new 
God  and  Country  Program,  involve  people  in  plan- 
ning for  it  who  can  openly  approach  something  new 
and  fresh  without  being  tied  down  by  old  approach- 
es ..  .  people  who  can  see  a  new  thing  and  do  it. 
How  well  your  church  succeeds  in  the  God  and 
Country  Program  will  depend,  in  large  measure, 
on  the  enthusiasm  and  commitment  of  its  leader- 
ship.

I  point  out  these  facts  so  that  the  Board  and  the 
Nation  will  know  that  during  these  twenty-eight 
(28)  years  of  labor  and  service  I  have  not  been 
made  rich  financially. 

However,  the  opportunities  given  me  by  the  Bap- 
tist across  these  years  have  immeasurably  enriched 
me  in  many  ways  that  money,  in  itself,  could  never 
provide.  I  have  been  able  to  be  a  part  in  the  spread- 
ing of  the  gospel  and  its  mission.  I  have  seen  thou- 
sands in  Africa  and  Haiti  led  to  Christ,  trained  in 
the  schools,  healed  in  the  hospital,  and  given  a  hope 
for  better  things.  This  has  been  greatly  rewarding. 

I  come  now  to  turn  over  the  reins  of  leadership 
to  a  younger,  more  vigorous  and,  I  trust,  an  equally 
dedicated  successor  who  can  and  will  give  full  time 
to  this  most  exacting  and  vigorous  task.  At  the  ex- 
tended session  of  the  Progressive  National  Baptist 
Convention,  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  January  20th 
through  22nd,  1970,  I  will  retire  as  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Foreign  Mission  Bureau.  It  is  my  hope 
that  Dr.  J.  H.  Beatty,  who  has  served  for  almost 
two  years  as  a  competent,  able,  and  dedicated  as- 
sistant, will  be  elected  by  the  Bureau  to  this  office. 
In  any  event,  I  pledge  to  the  Bureau  and  the  Con- 
vention my  continued  interest  in,  and  support  of, 
the  great  challenge  of  Missions  and  I  wish  to  as- 
sure them  that  I  stand  ready  to  be  of  any  service 
they  wish  me  to  give  within  the  limits  of  my  physi- 
cal strength. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Dr. 
H.  J.  Trapp,  for  his  unstinted  support  and  coop- 
eration, the  Treasurer,  Dr.  E.  T.  Lewis,  for  his 
unfailing  responsiveness  to  any  calls  made  upon 
him,  Dr.  Adams  and  Dr.  Locust  for  their  valuable 
counsel  and  cooperation  and  all  the  other  members 
of  the  Board  for  their  splendid  acceptance  of  me 
and  their  encouraging  efforts  to  make  this  Foreign 
Mission  Bureau  grow  and  go.  Thank  all  of  you.

This  book  reveals  the  cause  of  the  evils  and  in- 
justices in  our  land,  and  the  cure  for  them,  a  return 
to  the  christian  way  of  life,  are  given  inspiring  dis- 
cussion in  this  book  of  sermons-essays  by  a  minister 
who  calls  us  to  take  thought,  and  to  move  in  the  di- 
rection of  spiritual  rebirth,  toward  the  way  of 
Jesus. 

Where  has  society  failed  in  bringing  harmony  to 
mankind  today?  It  has  failed  to  live  the  principle 
of  brotherhood,  Dr.  Briley  reminds  us,  as  he  en- 
unciates Christ's  great  message  to  man :  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.

It  has  failed  in  the 
area  of  true  love,  Rev.  Dr.  Briley  holds,  using  as 
illustration  a  pastor  who  preached  the  gospel  force- 
fully but  taught  it  scantly,  failing  to  reach  deep 
down  into  the  hearts  of  his  people  and  give  them 
the  wise  counsel  and  love  they  deserved. 

Through  a  story,  The  Delemma  Of  Will  And 
Theressal,  two  young  people  frustrated  and  unhap- 
py not  only  because  of  their  impoverished  environ- 
ment but  because  of  their  own  rejection  of  ways  to 
improve  their  status,  he  dramatizes  one  great  prob- 
lem in  our  society ;  and  in  other  discussion  he  shows 
why  the  new  order,  on  whose  eve  we  stand,  must 
be  based  on  the  turning  of  man,  in  wholesouled 
spirit,  to  the  heart  of  true  life,  the  way  of  Christ. 

The  wise  seek  the  prevention  and  cure,  the  fool- 
ish only  the  cure.  When  the  cause  and  the  why  are 
eliminated,  the  theory  of  prevention  emerges  with 
beauty,  love,  and  peace.  We  can  join  the  effort  by 
uniting  our  total  personalities  in  christian  love,  by 
practicing  the  doctrine  of  prevention  over  the  law 
of  cure.

P.  S.     A  Student  Interested  In  Foreign  Missions 
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34th  ANNIVERSARY 
OF  SOCIAL  SECURITY 

This  month,  with  over  24  million  Americans  re- 
ceiving $2.5  billion  a  month  in  social  security  bene- 
fits and  20  million  people  insured  by  Medicare,  the 
Social  Security  Administration  will  celebrate  its 
34th  anniversary,  Mr.  Flynn,  District  Manager  of 
social  security  in  Raleigh  said  today. 

The  anniversary  is  being  observed  with  cere- 
monies and  special  displays  in  many  social  security 
offices  throughout  the  country,  as  well  as  at  the 
National  headquarters  in  Woodlawn,  Maryland,  just 
outside  of  Baltimore.  At  the  headquarters,  an  his- 
torical room  is  being  opened  this  week  showing 
mementos  of  the  agency's  history  including  the  desk 
used  by  all  the  heads  of  the  social  security  system 
since  1935. 

When  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  signed  the 
Social  Security  Act  into  law  on  August  14,  1935, 
he  called  it  "The  cornerstone  of  a  structure  which 
is  being  built  but  is  by  no  means  complete." 

"The  original  law,"  continued  Mr.  Flynn,  "pro- 
vided for  old-age  benefits  to  retired  workers  in  in- 
dustry and  commerce  only.  Over  the  years,  the  so- 
cial security  program  has  expanded  so  that  it  now 
provides  financial  protection  for  virtually  everyone 
in  the  country." 

The  first  benefits  to  retired  workers  were  paid 
in  1940.  By  that  time  amendments  to  the  law  had 
been  passed  to  provide  additional  benefits  for  the 
dependents  and  survivors  of  insured  workers. 

In  1950,  and  thereafter,  coverage  was  extended  to 
millions  of  other  people  who  were  not  covered  under 
the  original  law — farm  workers,  State  and  local 
government  employees,  domestic  workers,  ministers, 
self-employed  doctors,  professionals,  and  members 
of  the  Armed  Forces. 

In  1956,  disability  protection  was  added  to  cover 
the  thousands  of  people  who  could  no  longer  work 
because  of  serious  illness  or  injury. 

"In  its  first  quarter  of  century,"  said  Mr.  Flynn, 
"social  security  had  already  grown  into  a  program 
that  protected  a  worker  and  his  family  in  the  event 
of  his  retirement,  death,  or  disability.  But  it  didn't 
stop  there." 

In  1965,  Congress  created  Medicare  to  help  peo- 
ple 65  and  older  pay  hospital,  doctor  and  other 
medical  bills.  In  just  3  short  years,  Medicare  has 
covered  17  million  hospital  stays  of  elderly  people. 
And  there  were  more  than  one  million  admissions 
for  posthospital  extended  care.  Older  people  have 
also  received  visits  in  their  own  homes  from  visit- 
ing nurses,  physical  therapists,  and  other  health 
care  specialists,  paid  for  by  Medicare.  Payments 
under  the  hospital  insurance  program  totaled  $10.9 
billion  for  the  3-year  period,  and  a  total  of  $4.6 
billion  has  been  paid  under  the  Medical  insurance 
program,  which  helps  pay  for  doctor  bills  and  other 
medical  services. 


In  1967,  still  other  changes  were  made.  Disabled 
widows  became  eligible  for  benefits  at  50,  people 
disabled  before  31  needed  less  work  to  qualify  for 
benefits,  and  children  became  eligible  on  their  mo- 
ther's earnings  record  on  the  same  basis  as  on 
their  father's. 

Through  the  years,  increases  in  monthly  benefit 
amounts  were  made  to  keep  pace  with  the  rising 
cost  of  living. 

Today's  average  monthly  benefit  to  a  retired 
worker  is  $95,  compared  to  $63  ten  years  ago.  The 
average  benefit  for  a  retired  couple  is  $166  a  month, 
compared  to  $111  ten  years  ago.  "One  out  of  every 
four  beneficiaries  are  well  below  retirement  age — 
young  widows,  children,  and  disabled  workers  and 
their  dependents,"  said  Mr.  Flynn.  The  protection 
afforded  American  families  in  the  event  of  a  work- 
er's death  has  a  face  value  of  $960  billion  in  po- 
tential survivors  benefits.  "Ten  million  people  are 
kept  above  the  poverty  level  in  this  country  because 
they  are  getting  social  security  benefits,"  Mr.  Flynn 
said.  "Since  they  have  paid  into  the  program  for 
years,  they  have  earned  the  right  to  receive  their 
benefit  checks — and  do  so  with  dignity."

Timely  and  challenging  expressions  were  given 
by  moderators,  J.  H.  Ferguson  and  C.  B.  Bowden.

The  sailor  loves  the  heavy  and  well  loaded  ships, 
because  the  light  ships  have  the  most  reason  to 
dread  the  storm. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  build  ships,  plan  their  lug- 
gage to  meet  the  needs  of  today,  how  much  more 
should  we  plan  what  luggage  to  take  along  as  we 
travel  this  life  of  1970? 

Dr.  Charles  L.  Copenhaver  writes  you  can  dis- 
cover the  inexperienced  traveler  he  might  be  iden- 
tified by  having  toe  much  luggage.  The  experienced 
traveler  may  carry  an  old  shabby  suit  case  but  he 
will  follow  the  good  advice,  reduce  your  baggage  to 
the  very  minimum  and  then  cut  that  one  half.  We 
conclude  from  these  two  comments  what  we  take 
along  or  what  we  leave  behind  on  the  journey  of 
life  or  any  journey  is  very  important.  We  may  travel 
too  heavy  or  we  may  travel  too  light,  that  is  why 
we  face  a  problem  what  to  take  with  us  as  we  travel 
through  this  life  of  1970. 

A  few  days  ago  our  boys  and  girls  were  packing 
their  luggage  leaving  home  going  back  to  school, 
they  would  pack  and  then  unpack  some  time  they 
would  have  to  leave  some  of  the  things  they  would 
have  loved  to  carry  with  them,  but  their  wisdom 
told  them  wdiat  to  carry  and  what  to  leave  behind 
for  the  journey  of  higher  education. 

That  being  true  how  much  more  necessary  is  it 
for  us  to  plan  and  plan  very  well  what  we  leave 
behind  and  what  we  take  along  as  we  travel  this 
Road  of  1970? 

No.  I  think  we  should  take  all  of  our  life  and 
spread  it  before  us  then  we  can  easily  see  what  to 
take  and  what  to  leave  behind  as  we  travel  this 
road  of  1970. 

We  should  not  try  to  carry  a  heavy  load  of  bit- 
terness, Envy,  Spiteful  memories,  we  should  not 
carry  any  weight  of  the  past  that  is  no  longer  need- 
ed to  give  us  strength  to  travel  this  road  of  1970. 

No.  2  As  we  travel  this  life,  wisdom  is  required, 
this  is  true  of  our  physical  possessions,  it  is  more 
true  of  spiritual  ideals  and  moral  standards.  As  we 
all  know  the  mind  plays  an  important  part  of  us 
all.  It  has  both  an  attic  and  a  basement,  in  the  area 
between,  the  real  living  goes  on  from  time  to  time.  It 


is  a  good  idea  to  go  down  to  the  basement  and  clear 
it  up  of  things  that  is  no  longer  needed,  and  then 
we  should  explore  the  attic  and  throw  away  things 
that  have  lost  their  usefulness.  Why  should  we  as 
Christians  become  choked  from  the  joy  of  life  that 
we  are  entitled  to.  Only  those  that  have  cleared  up 
the  past  are  ready  for  the  rich  fulfillment  of  the 
present. 

Friends,  the  wisdom  of  it  all  lies  in  just  five 
words  that  should  not  go  unheeded,  take  along  the 
necessities  for  a  long  journey. 

They  are  "No.  1  firm  conviction,  No.  2  an  open 
mind,  No.  3  a  sympathetic  spirit,  No.  4  a  warm 
heart,  and  No.  5  a  deep  faith  in  God." 

In  conclusion,  may  I  quote  you  a  Bible  character 
to  preface  my  argument,  I  would  like  for  you  to  take 
a  look  at  Paul,  as  a  great  scholar,  he  was  taught 
by  some  of  the  best  teachers  of  his  day,  he  must 
have  visited  the  Temple  many  times,  the  most  beau- 
tiful in  the  world,  he  also  saw  the  Temple  Diana 
at  Ephesus  at  that  time  the  largest  Temple  on 
earth  and  one  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the  world. 

He  also  had  a  strict  religious  training,  He  was 
a  persecuter  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Young  People,  which  is  the  Church  of  today  and 
tomorrow  with  all  of  that  experience  and  training 
he  had  received  he  had  not  received  the  right  kind 
of  luggage  to  bring  joy  and  sunshine  until  that  day 
he  was  on  his  way  to  Damascus  to  persecute  the 
Christian  Church,  when  the  spirit  of  Christ  struck 
him  so  forceful  he  became  a  new  creature  in  Christ, 
that  is  when  he  took  on  that  right  luggage  for  a 
long  prosperous  journey. 

I  am  sure  some  of  you  are  working  hard  for 
worldly  possessions.  It  don't  take  money  and  it  don't 
require  a  lengthy  education  to  come  in  the  posses- 
sion of  a  luggage  Paul  received  on  the  road  to 
Damascus.  May  we  be  ever  mindful  what  we  leave 
behind  and  what  we  take  with  us  as  we  travel  this 
road  of  1970. 

We  pray  this  year  of  1970  will  bring  much  joy 
unspeakable  and  full  of  glory.  It  is  said  .  .  .  Our

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FURMAN  UNIVERSITY  OF  GREENVILLE 
OFFERS  TELEVISED  COLLEGE  COURSE 

The  opportunity  for  more  education  is  as  near  as 
your  television  set. 

Furman  University  of  Greenville  and  WLOS-TV 
of  Asheville,  N.  C,  will  offer  a  televised  college 
course  in  "The  Prophets  of  the  Old  Testament"  be- 
ginning February  2. 

According  to  Dr.  Theron  D.  Price,  chairman  of 
the  Furman  religion  department  and  teacher  of  the 
course,  the  program  will  be  seen  each  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday and  Friday  mornings  at  6:30  on  WLOS, 
which  beams  its  signal  into  six  southern  states. 

While  the  course  may  be  taken  for  either  grad- 
uate or  undergraduate  credit,  "we  have  found  that 
the  program  has  meaning  for  many  people  who  are 
not  enrolled  for  credit,"  Dr.  Price,  who  has  taught 
numerous  television  courses,  pointed  out. 

Those  taking  the  course  for  credit  should  send  a 
check  for  $45  for  registration  and  tuition  to  Dr. 
Price.  Anyone  interested  in  earning  graduate  cre- 
dit —  public  school  teachers,  for  example  —  should 
contact  Dr.  David  Pulley,  director  of  the  Furman 
Graduate  Division. 

The  program  will  be  telecast  from  February  2 
through  May  29.  Those  wishing  credit  will  be  re- 
quired to  attend  four  seminars  which  will  be  held 
on  Saturday  mornings  at  Furman.  An  assigned 
paper  will  be  due  at  each  seminar  and  a  final  exam- 
ination given  at  the  last  seminar,  May  30. 

While  the  lectures  will  not  follow  any  one  text- 
book, Price  will  require  students  to  read  two  of 
three  books:  "The  Relevance  of  the  Prophets,"  by 
R.  B.  Y.  Scott ;  "The  Prophets"  by  Abraham  J.  Hes- 
chel;  and  "Prophesy  and  the  Prophets  in  Ancient 
Israel"  by  T.  H.  Robinson.  Price  recommends  also 
that  students  use  the  Oxford  Annotated  edition  of 
the  Bible. 

In  addition,  a  syllabus  outlining  the  lectures  and 
containing  assignments  for  written  papers  is  avail- 
able along  with  the  above  textbooks  from  the  Fur- 
man bookstore.  The  syllabus  will  be  sent  free  to 
those  purchasing  the  texts.  Further  information  on 
books  and  course  credit  will  be  given  on  the  Febru- 
ary 2  premier. 

Price  stresses  that  "The  Prophets  of  the  Old 
Testament"  will  be  "aimed  at  giving  an  overview 
of  the  prophetic  movement  as  a  whole"  but  will 
concentrate  upon  the  eighth  century  prophets  and 
two  or  three  of  their  greatest  successors. 

"The  course  will  aim  at  clarifying  an  important 
portion  of  the  history  of  Israelite  religion  and 
in  a  broader  sense,  the  history  of  religion  in  gen- 
eral," Price  said.  "We  shall  aim  at  clarifying  this 
body  of  important  biblical  material  and  indicate 
directly  or  indirectly  something  of  the  continuing 


significance  of  the  writings  for  man's  life  under 
God." 

Price  explained  that  "Prophets"  will  be  an  aca- 
demic course,  reviewing  various  types  of  historical 
and  theological  viewpoints.  "The  teacher's  own 
stance  intends  to  be  that  of  a  believer  in  the  bibli- 
cal faith,  but  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  an  academic 
course  to  gain  agreement  but  to  confront  mean- 
ing," Price  added.

FROM  THE  EDITOR'S  PEN 

We  are  placing  much  emphasis  on  developing 
stronger  churches.  To  hear  this  circulating  is  grati- 
fying and  gives  much  hope  for  a  brighter  future  for 
the  church.  Redeemed  people  make  churches  and 
the  stirring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  lives  render 
powerful  churches. 

Christ  is  the  center  of  the  church.  A  church  cen- 
tered and  moving  around  Christ  will  certainly  suc- 
ceed. 

Every  church  should  have  a  strong  dedicated 
pastor.  He  provides  spiritual  leadership,  administra- 
tive direction,  wise  counseling,  consecrated  service 
and  many  other  essential  ingredients  necessary  for 
a  strong  church.  A  pastor  is  necessary  to  the  life 
of  the  church.  Some  churches  are  trying  to  culti- 
vate the  strange  idea  that  they  don't  need  a  pas- 
tor and  have  a  way  of  allowing  their  pulpits  to  re- 
main vacant  for  a  long  period  of  time.  Not  only  is 
this  disruptive  to  the  church,  but  makes  it  dread- 
fully hard  for  a  pastor  when  he  is  finally  called  to 
serve.  In  some  cases,  we  have  allowed  our  churches 
to  enter  into  political  schemes  in  securing  a  pastor. 
Oftentimes  our  church  conference  turns  to  a  politi- 
cal rally  in  which  we  place  two,  three  or  more  men 
in  nomination  with  the  hope  that  the  best  man  wins. 
Instead  of  this,  a  church  without  a  pastor  should 
enter  into  fervent  and  meaningful  prayer  that  the 
Lord  will  direct  and  guide  them  to  someone  to  whom 
a  unified  call  can  be  extended.  To  those  of  little 
faith,  this  will  seem  a  most  uncertain  way.  But  to 
those  who  believe  that  the  church  is  about  the 
business  of  the  Lord,  this  will  be  a  sure  way.  Kind- 
ly remember  this,  Pulpit  Committees. 

Churches  should  provide  a  good  atmosphere  in 
Which  a  pastor  can  perform  his  duties.  Faithful, 
consecrated,  dedicated,  thoughtful,  generous,  kind, 
dependable,  understanding,  loving  deacons  are 
necessary  to  this  good  atmosphere.  A  cooperative 
group  of  officers  to  lead  the  various  groups  and 
auxiliaries  is  necessary.  A  dependable  spirit-filled 
devoted  congregation  is  needful.

CENTRAL  ORPHANAGE 
LAUNDRY-STORAGE 
DAMAGED  BY  FIRE 

On  Tuesday  morning,  March  10,  fire  did  an  esti- 
mated $28,000  damage  to  the  laundry-storage  fa- 
cility and  its  contents  on  the  campus  of  the  Cen- 
tral Orphanage  of  North  Carolina. 

H.  V.  Bryant,  superintendent  at  the  Orphanage, 
said  clothing  and  household  supplies  valued  at 
$10,000  were  consumed  by  flames  that  raced 
through  the  50-year-old  brick  building  early  Tues- 
day. He  estimated  damage  to  the  building  and  its 
equipment  at  $18,000.00. 

A  portion  of  the  first  floor  and  the  second  floor 
of  the  structure  were  used  for  storage,  Bryant  said. 
He  said  the  fire  discovered  about  2:30  a.m.  —  had 
gained  such  headway  that  nothing  was  saved. 

He  termed  the  situation  the  "most  serious" 
emergency  faced  by  the  Orphanage  in  recent  years 
and  said  contributions  of  clothing  for  boys  and 
girls  between  the  ages  of  five  and  19  are  urgently 
needed. 

Cause  of  the  blaze  was  not  immediately  known.

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GENERATION  GAP  DISCUSSION

The  CYU  of  Bertie  County  had  their  quarterly 
meeting  on  the  second  Sunday  in  March  at  Sandy 
Point  Baptist  Church,  Windsor,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  P. 
Law,  pastor.  They  had  selected  panelists  to  discuss 
the  following  subject:  "The  Generation  Gap". 
Members  of  the  panel  were:  Misses  Pinky  Outlaw, 
Sandy  Point  Baptist  Church;  Celestine  Williams, 
Peterson  Chapel;  Dianne  Raynor,  First  Baptist, 
Powellsville ;  Calvin  Cherry,  Mt.  Ararat  Baptist 
Church,  and  Elbert  Outlaw,  St.  Elmo  Baptist 
Church. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended  by  both  youth 
and  adult  and  the  panelists  did  such  a  good  job  on 
the  topic  that  we  thought  it  would  be  nice  for  others 
to  read  what  some  young  people  are  thinking.  Here 
in  print  is  a  summary  of  the  discussion: 

"THE  GENERATION  GAP" 

Each  generation  builds  on  the  generations  that 
have  gone  before.  There  is  one  outstanding  differ- 
ence between  the  generation  of  today  and  genera- 
tions past.  On  the  whole,  past  generations,  finally, 
emerged  from  their  rebellion  and  developed  into 
mature  adults,  and  they  did  it  without  having 
drugs  to  help  them  find  themselves.  Although 
bright  in  knowledge,  the  young  people  of  today  are 
fast  becoming  degenerate  in  morals,  and  unhappy 
of  soul,  and  they  blame  ALL  their  unhappiness  on 
past  generations.  They  despise  anyone  and  every- 
one who  has  any  authority  in  any  field,  even  their 
own  parents.  And  those  who  do  not  actually  des- 
pise their  parents  have  no  respect  for  their  opin- 
ions, their  advice,  or  their  way  of  life. 

I  can  call  to  mind  an  incident  in  the  Bible,  re- 
corded in  1st  King,  Chapter  12  where  King  Reho- 
boam,  a  young  man  himself,  consulted  with  the  old 
men  of  the  Kingdom  concerning  a  request  made  by 
the  people  over  whom  he  ruled.  The  old  men  advised 
the  young  King,  wisely,  but  he  did  not  take  their 
advice.  He  took  the  advice  of  the  young  men  of  his 
age,  of  his  own  generation,  and  as  a  result  the 
Kingdom  was  divided.  The  old  men  had  experience 
as  well  as  "head  knowledge"  to  guide  them.  The 
young  men  were,  in  that  famous  period  of  history 
what  would  be  known  in  modern  language  as  "the 
now  generation",  proponents  of  the  generation  gap. 

There  are  young  people  who  have  ambition,  who 
oppose  segments  of  our  civilization  —  who  are  hon- 
estly against  war  and  against  discrimination  toward 
classes  and  color  of  peoples.  I  think  they  should  be 
heard  —  their  ideas  examined  and  evaluated,  but  I 
do  not  admire  the  methods  which  turn  these  know- 
ledgeable young  men  and  women  into  cannibals; 
fighting,  hating,  looting,  believing  themselves  too 


absolute  and  right!  The  generation  gap  is  not  as 
wide  as  one  may  think  it  to  be.  We  are  connected  to 
the  past  in  all  our  environment.  Whether  we  appre- 
ciate it  or  not ;  whether  we  take  advantage  of  it 
or  not,  we  are  what  the  past  has  made  us.  But  re- 
bellion against  this  fact  has  caused  our  young  peo- 
ple to  turn  to  dope,  flagrant  immorality,  and  crime. 

Because  of  their  ambition  an  ambition  generated 

by  youth  and  characteristics  of  youth,  they  are  try- 
ing to  reform  all  principles  of  our  lives.  Many  of  the 
reform  are  misdirected  and  if  they  are  carried  out 
will  bring  disaster  because  we  are  to  the  future,  by 
our  works,  which  are  to  follow  us.  We  will  make  the 
future  what  it  will  be.  I  mean  our  future  defends  on 
us. 

The  minds  of  young  ones  today  —  those  whose 
minds  have  become  obnoxious  in  their  "learning", 
despising  the  older  generation,  ignoring  the  opin- 
ions and  advice  of  those  who  have  learned,  and 
served  before  them  —  want  to  be  "turned  on"  — 
want  to  do  their  "own  thing"  —  they  do  not  ac- 
knowledge their  indebtedness  to  the  past  nor  their 
obligation  to  the  future.  Yes,  the  past  generations 
have  made  mistakes,  but  we  fail  to  recognize  the 
fact  that  we  are  enjoying  the  fruits  of  their  faith- 
ful labor.  The  blessings  we  enjoy  today  have  come 
down  through  the  toils,  tears,  struggles  and  sacri- 
fices of  generations  past  and  gone. 

The  churches  in  which  we  worship  —  the  houses 
in  which  we  live  —  the  clothes  we  wear,  the  mo- 
dern convenience  of  modes  of  travel  and  transpor- 
tation, and  many  other  things  have  come  to  us 
through  the  labors  and  ingenuity  of  others  before 
us  although  smoking  "pot"  and  taking  "LSD 
trips"  and  "free  love"  would  never  have  won  the 
victory  over  the  inconveniences  of  the  life  of  our 
fore-parents. 

Our  freedom  of  speech  so  flagrantly  misused 
today  by  those  who  despise  their  elders,  was 
bought  and  paid  for  by  the  blood  of  men  who  con- 
secrated themselves  upon  the  altar  of  their  Coun- 
try. The  log  school-house  has  been  replaced  by 
beautiful  modern  buildings.  Furniture  and  equip- 
ment in  the  classrooms  have  been  improved  over 
and  over  again.  Methods  of  teachers  have  also  im- 
proved and  advanced  far  beyond  those  of  a  genera- 
tion ago.  Once,  only  the  rich  people  could  afford  a 
book.  Now  the  methods  of  printing  and  distributing 
books  have  improved.  Not  only  have  methods  of 
education  improved  but  our  opportunity  has  in- 
creased also. 

The  one  thing  we,  as  young  people,  need  today  is 
CHRIST.  As  Christians,  we  have  in  our  possession 
all  the  achievements  of  the  past.  We  have  the 
fruits  and  labors  of  the  early  Christians.  We  have 
the  advantages  of  their  experiences.  They  passed 
through  fears  and  doubts  and  darkness  —  to  tears,

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faith,  hope,  through  which  they  wrote  marvelous 
books  of  inspiring  truth  for  us. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  glorious  past  and  look 
forward  to  the  future,  may  God  help  us  to  appre- 
ciate the  blessings  and  sacred  truths  that  have 
come  to  us  from  the  past.  This  is  the  answer  to  the 
problems  of  today.  God  so  made  us  that  only 
through  His  Son  Jesus  Christ  can  the  soul  find 
complete  satisfaction.  The  world  holds  nothing 
that  can  satisfy  the  souls  of  men.  Down  through 
the  years  men  have  tried  to  satisfy  the  soul  with 
every  inconceivable  thing  the  world  has  to  offer, 
but  they  have  searched  in  vain. 

But  as  long  as  we  are  true  Christians  we  need 
not  be  discouraged.  Every  good  deed  will  last  for- 
ever. Our  work  and  influence  in  the  world  may  be 
imperfect  and  incomplete  but  works  done  to  the 
glory  of  God  will  last  forever.

DR.  ESPY  PRESENTS 
BLUEPRINT  FOR  NEW 
"PLURIFORM"  CHURCH  COUNCIL 

There  are  three  options  for  the  future  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  Dr.  R.  H.  Edwin  Espy 
told  a  press  conference  during  the  General  Assem- 
bly held  in  Detroit. 

Either  the  NCC  will  chart  a  new  highway  toward 
true  ecumenism  or  an  "explosion"  will  disrupt  and 
disorient  it  or  nothing  new  will  come  out  of  the 
Assembly  and  the  entire  organization  will  be  bog- 
ged down. 

The  General  Secretary  of  the  National  Council 
dismissed  the  latter  two  options  and,  in  a  concise 
summary  of  his  major  presentation  to  the  first 
plenary  session  of  the  Assembly,  outlined  the  phi- 
losophy and  conviction  of  his  proposals  contained 
in  it. 

Questions  which  have  been  considered  in  meet- 
ing the  challenges  of  a  swiftly  changing  society,  he 
told  the  press,  were:  Is  the  Council  a  national  coun- 
cil or  representative  only  of  the  most  powerful  seg- 
ments of  the  Christian  community;  Should  the 
Council  be  converted  to  a  social  action  agency,  as 
some  have  attempted  to  do;  or  should  the  Council 
be  truly  representative,  more  inclusive  and  more 
boldly  committed  to  church  renewal  and  joint  ac- 
tion for  mission?

Answer  to  the  first  question  was  Yes.  The  sec- 
ond, said  Dr.  Espy,  would  be  "a  denigration  (of 
the  Council's  Mission)  and  subordinate  all  the 
Council's  activity  to  one  sole  purpose."  Answer  to 
the  last  question  was  the  groundwork  for  his 
"blueprint"  for  an  entirely  new  ecumenical  organi- 
zation, consisting  largely  of  autonomous  agencies. 

Its  suggested  name,  "General  Ecumenical  Coun- 
cil," said  the  General  Secretary,  would  more  ade- 
quately reflect  the  present  lines  of  influence  on  the 
religious  life  of  the  nation.  Such  an  agency  would 
consist  of  two  bodies:  an  official  legislative  as- 
sembly or  parliament,  which  would  meet  annually  to 
speak  in  unity  only  on  such  matters  as  could  be 
agreed  on  by  the  various  member  agencies;  and  an 
annual  gathering  of  the  people  of  the  church,  on 
the  order  of  the  "Kirchentag"  of  Germany. 

Responding  to  questions  at  the  pre-dawn  press 
conference,  Dr.  Espy  said  that  such  a  new  organiza- 
tion might  evolve  within  the  next  five  to  ten  years. 
Concerning  membership  in  an  enlarged  Council,  he 
described  the  growing  fraternal  relations  with  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  and  said,  that  the  new  or- 
ganization should  make  room  for  "all  vital  streams 
of  religious  life  in  the  nation." 

Continuing  his  reply,  the  General  Secretary  saw 
the  participation  of  Jewish  groups  as  a  "painful 
problem"  but  added:  "Thank  God  for  the  opening 
of  some  doors  and  windows  between  us."  An  anal- 
ogy, he  said,  was  the  difficult  decision  not  to  admit 
the  Universalist-Unitarians  into  the  National 
Council  although  they  had  been  members  of  the 
old  Federal  Council  and  "mostly  call  themselves 
Christians." 

"To  me,"  said  Dr.  Espy,  "the  revelation  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  does  exclude  those  who  can- 
not accept  this." 

The  new  "pluriform"  Council,  on  the  other  hand, 
would  provide  an  umbrella  under  which  each  spe- 
cialized program  agency  would  speak  and  act  only 
in  its  own  name.  Membership  would  be  open  not 
only  to  the  denominations  and  their  agencies  but 
to  para-ecclesiastical  organizations  of  all  sorts. 

These,  said  Dr.  Espy,  would  include  the  Evan- 
gelicals, black  militants,  the  National  Catholic  Coun- 
cil for  Interracial  Justice,  the  Y's,  ecumenical  in- 
stitutes, urban  renewal  projects,  experimental 
ministries  and  many  others. 

'To  meet  the  needs  of  the  order  of  magnitude 
now  confronting  our  people,"  said  the  General  Sec- 
retary, "half -measures  will  not  suffice.  We  must 
have  a  profound  reordering  both  of  our  national 
and  our  church  prioritis  if  we  are  to  cope  effec- 
tively with  the  issues  of  war,  race,  poverty  at 
home  and  abroad,  urban  crisis,  ecumenism  and  the 
erosion  of  faith." 


NORTH  CAROLINA  COUNCIL 
OF  CHURCHES  TO  MEET 

Two  Greensboro  churches  will  host  the  33rd  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  April  26-29.  The  meeting  has  three  dis- 
tinct sections:  the  State  Assembly  of  Church  Wo- 
men United,  the  Council's  Assembly,  and  the  1970 
Pastor's  Conference,  which  will  for  the  first  time 
include  wives  of  clergymen.  Trinity  African  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Zion  Church  and  St.  James  United 
Presbyterian  Church  are  co-hosts. 

Dr.  Margaret  Shannon,  Executive  Director  of  the 
national  organization  of  Church  Women  United, 
is  keynoter  for  the  Women's  Assembly  on  the 
theme,  "CHANGE:  Our  Choice,  Our  Challenge."  The 
opening  session  is  on  Sunday  evening,  April  26,  at 
7:30  p.m.  at  St.  James  UP  Church,  and  Monday's 
meeting  will  be  at  Trinity  AME  Zion.  At  the  lunch- 
eon that  day,  Mrs.  Robert  W.  Scott,  wife  of  North 
Carolina's  Governor,  will  speak  on  the  Samarkand 
Manor  Chapel,  for  which  CWU  mounted  a  fund 
campaign.  Mrs.  Sam  A.  Dunn  of  Enfield  is  Presi- 
dent of  Church  Women  United  in  North  Carolina. 

At  6:00  p.m.  Monday  the  traditional  Fellowship 
Dinner  will  be  held  at  Trinity  AME  Zion  Church 
and  the  public  meeting  follows  at  8:00.  Dr.  Shan- 
non is  to  lead  in  worship;  the  address  on  the  sub- 
ject, "The  Difference  Black  Churchmen  Make,"  will 
be  given  by  Dr.  Joseph  Reed  Washington,  Jr.,  who 
is  Dean  of  the  Chapel  and  Professor  of  Religious 
Studies  and  Sociology  at  Beloit  College,  Beloit,  Wis- 
consin. Dr.  Washington,  a  native  of  Iowa,  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  holds 
the  B.D.  degree  from  Andover  Newton  Theological 
Seminary,  a  Th.D.  from  Boston  University,  and  a 
D.D.  from  the  University  of  Vermont. 

The  33rd  annual  Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  opens  with  the  Monday  even- 
ing service  at  Trinity  AME  Zion  Church,  and  busi- 
ness will  follow  at  St.  James  UP  Church  on  Tues- 
day, April  28,  under  the  chairmanship  of  President 
Thomas  A.  Collins,  who  is  President  of  North  Caro- 
lina Wesleyan  College  at  Rocky  Mount.  At  11:00 
a.m.  on  that  day  a  panel  of  college  students  led  by 
Chaplain  James  H.  Allen  of  UNC-G  will  launch 
into  the  subject,  "The  Campus  Looks  at  the 
Church."  Official  representatives  of  the  Council's 
thirty-nine  member  bodies  drawn  from  sixteen  de- 
nominations are  expected  at  the  Assembly,  together 
with  observers  from  non-member  bodies  and  visi- 
tors who  will  be  welcome,  according  to  an  official 
spokesman. 

The  1970  Pastors'  Conference,  to  which  clergy 
wives  are  being  invited  if  they  wish  to  accompany 
their  husbands,  will  begin  on  Tuesday  evening,  Ap- 
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ril  28,  at  7 :30,  all  of  its  sessions  being  held  in  Trin- 
ity AME  Zion  Church.  Theme  of  the  conference 
wall  be  "Tradition  and  Innovation  in  the  Church : 
the  Proper  Pace  for  Change."  The  opening  address 
will  be  by  Dr.  Harold  R.  Martin  of  Bloomington,  Il- 
linois, on  "The  Church  Must  Face  Our  Day."  Dr. 
Martin  is  former  Moderator  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  USA  and  now  coordinator  of 
Ecumenical  Prayer  Seminars  which  are  funded  by 
the  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.  On  Wednesday,  April  29, 
in  keeping  with  the  theme,  Dr.  Robert  A.  Raines, 
Minister  of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  of 
Germantown  in  Philadelphia  will  give  two  morning 
addresses  on  "The  Enabling  Ministry:  (a)  Lay 
Ministers  and  Theologians,  and  (b)  Lay  Celebrators 
and  Lovers."  That  afternoon  Mrs.  Robert  N.  Ro- 
denmayer  will  speak  on  "What's  Wrong  with  Tra- 
dition?" and  "What's  Right  with  Change?"

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A  TALE  OF  TWO  CHURCHES

Racial  and  economic  changes  hit  the  community 
of  a  certain  urban  Baptist  church.  There  was  a  flur- 
ry of  concern  on  the  part  of  the  church  members 
—  but  most  of  the  concern  was  for  the  institutional 
life  of  the  church. 

As  the  change  intensified,  the  church  lost  mem- 
bers and  soon  the  search  was  on  for  new  property 
and  a  buyer  for  their  present  buildings.  The  end  re- 
sult was  a  new  location  for  the  church  with  the  old 
property  becoming  a  public  school. 

As  Kenneth  Chafin  of  Southern  Seminary  says, 
"When  the  mission  field  moves  next  door,  some 
churches  move." 

The  same  kind  of  changes  hit  another  nearby 
community.  But  this  time  the  "problem"  became 
an  opportunity  to  minister.  Before  the  community 
had  scarcely  begun  to  change,  the  church  members 
were  taught  to  understand  the  mission  of  their 
church. 

As  a  result,  the  entire  church  turned  itself  to- 
ward the  needs  of  the  people  in  the  community. 
Women's  clubs  were  begun,  as  were  senior  citizen 
groups,  recreation  programs  literacy  classes,  a  cof- 
feehouse ministry,  Bible  study  in  small  groups,  and 
many  other  ways  of  ministering  which  were  new  in 
the  experience  of  the  church  members. 

The  church  stayed  and  ministered  to  all  the  peo- 
ple and  the  community  changes  slowed  up. 

What  has  all  this  to  do  with  home  missions?  A 
great  deal.  For  home  missions  is  simply  every 
church  and  every  Christian  using  every  opportunity 
to  share  in  Christ's  mission  to  the  world.  It  is  serv- 
ing Christ  wherever  the  person  or  church  happens 
to  be.

The  pet  acts  strangely  arid  won't  eat.  Obviously 
it  is  ill.  But  it's  only  a  dumb  animal.  So  who  cares? 

You  care  .  .  .  because  the  pet  is  lovable,  living 
proof  that  mere  creatures  —  unhampered  by  man- 
kind's prejudices,  cruelties  and  complexities  — 
measure  up  to  their  purposes  on  earth.  You  care 
because  it  is  your  pet  and  you  love  it  .  .  .  enough  not 
to  let  it  suffer  and  die  for  lack  of  attention. 

The  automobile  is  neither  inconsistent  nor  junk. 
It  just  requires  proper  servicing.  But  it's  only  a 
car.  So  who  cares  ? 

You  care  .  .  .  because  the  car  is  a  marvelous,  use- 
ful model  of  that  deceptive  ingenuity  which  enables 
man  to  build  genuine  democracy  into  a  machine 
easier  than  within  himself.  You  care  because  it  is 
your  car  and  it  represents  an  outlay  of  too  much 
hard-earned  money  not  to  rate  all  the  time,  ex- 
pense and  trouble  of  having  it  regularly  serviced 
with,  and  by,  the  best. 

The  job  isn't  the  world's  greatest.  Neither  is  the 
pay.  And  advancements  seem  to  travel  by  mule 
train.  But  it's  only  a  job.  So  who  cares? 

You  care  .  .  .  because  you  know  that  a  job  —  any 
job  —  is  a  junction  for  opportunity  and  nobody 
gets  far  without  one.  You  care  because  it  is  your 
ijob  and  you  like  it  .  .  .  enough  to  give  it  all  you've 
got,  and  then  some ! 

The  country  is  in  terrible  shape.  Various  reports 
claim  that  its  waters  are  hopelessly  polluted;  that 
its  air  is  unfit  to  breathe;  that  it  wallows  in  past 
glories,  thrives  on  war,  exploits  the  underprivileged, 
mistreats  minorities,  ignores  God  and  worships  the 
dollar;  that  its  government  taxes  some  citizens  to 
death,  kills  others  with  luxury  and  murders  still 
others  via  starvation.  Even  some  of  its  own  educa- 
tional and  political  leaders  decry  the  country  as 
doomed;  But  it's  only  a  country.  So  who  cares? 

You  care  .  .  .  because  you  believe  that,  with  all  its 
difficulties  at  home  and  abroad,  it  still  is  the  great- 
est country  and  that  one  of  its  most  aggravating 
ailments  is  caused  by  acid  heads  and  myriad  odd 
balls  marching  with  well-meaning,  soap  opera 
alarmists  whose  thing  obviously  is  to  make  catas- 
trophes of  all  difficulties  and  thereby  contribute 
to,  instead  of  correcting,  the  country's  ills.  You  care 
because  it  is  your  country  and  you  love  it  .  .  . 
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enough  not  to  merely  look  on  apathetically  and  give 
it  up  as  God-forsaken  and  lost. 

The  family  has  its  problems,  internal  and  other- 
wise. But  it's  only  a  family.  So  who  cares? 

You  care  .  .  .  because  you  realize  that  the  world 
can't  be  a  better  place  until  all  families  are  better 
families  —  and  that  the  most  important  missionary 
field  is  right  at  home.  You  care  because  it  is  your 
[family  and  you  love  it  .  .  .  enough  not  to  let  it  dis- 
integrate for  want  of  dedicated  effort. 

The  church  is  in  trouble.  It  was  broken  into  one 
night;  its  study  vandalized,  ransacked  and  robbed. 
Worse  yet,  its  main  purpose  is  impeded  by  absen- 
tees and  other  members  who  seem  stricken  by  an 
evil  malady  that  masquerades  somewhat  innocent- 
ly as  "so-what-ism" !  But  it's  only  a  church.  So  who 
cares  ? 

You  care  .  .  .  because  you  know  that  the  church 
is  an  eternal  fountain  of  faith  where  the  goof-off 
list  never  includes  God.  You  care  because  it  is  your 
church  and  you  love  it. 

But  do  you  really  care?  Do  you  really  love  your 
church  .  .  .  sufficiently  to  give  it  its  just  share  of 
such  energies  as  you  expend  on  your  pet,  car,  job, 
country  and  family? 

Of  course  you  do  .  .  .  because  your  faith  is  firm 
and  true  enough  to  keen  you  aware  that  you  are 
indeed  your  church's  caretaker ! 

Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful  if  every  members's  was?

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BAPTIST  WOMEN  IN 
STEP  WITH  THE  TIME

When  we  consider  the  theme  of  the  First  Annual 
State-Wide  Leaders'  Workshop,  held  Saturday,  Ap- 
ril 25,  Shaw  University,  we  must  agree  that  Bap- 
tist Women  are  "in  step  with  the  time".  In  this  age 
of  space  and  moon  rockets,  we  often  hear  the 
phrase  "you  must  get  out  here  where  the  action  is" 
or  "now  is  the  time  to  shape  up",  so  it  was  as  the 
900  delegates  assembled  to  emphasize  the  theme 
"Renewal  —  Involvement"  (Revelation  21:5  and 
Psalm  51:10).  The  workshop  was  sponsored  by  the 
Woman's  Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Convention  of  N.  C,  Mrs.  Vera  M.  Slade,  Ahoskie, 
President;  Mrs.  M.  A.  Horne,  Winston-Salem,  Exec- 
utive Secretary  and  General  Director ;  and  Mrs.  Eva 
M.  Pratt,  Durham,  Co-ordinator. 

The  Workshop  was  designed  to  "inspire  and 
awaken  to  'Unlimited  Leadership',  as  missionaries 
attempted  to  create  an  understanding  of  the  need 
for/and  ways  to  develop  Christian  Leaders  for  our 
day". 

Following  the  opening  assembly,  Mrs.  Pratt  di- 
rected the  delegates  to  classes  pertaining  to  their 
individual  office  or  position.  Twelve  dedicated  wo- 
men lectured  on  the  various  segments  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Program  and  answered  many  questions  that 
have  troubled  many  leaders.  The  instructors  were 
Mdmes.  Helen  W.  Falls  and  Mildred  Chavis,  Circle 
Presidents ;  Mdmes.  C.  E.  McLester  and  J.  H.  White, 
Union  and  Auxiliary  President;  Mdmes.  J.  A.  Little 
and  A.  L.  Filmore,  District  Conference  and  Special 
Workers;  Mdmes.  E.  B.  Turner  and  C.  W.  Ward, 
Year-Round  Committees  and  State  Vice  Presidents; 
Mdmes.  L.  D.  Edwards  and  Bronnie  Harris  Daniels, 
Young  Adult  Department;  and  Mrs.  L.  E.  McGrier 
and  Miss  Patsy  Rice,  Junior-Young  People's  Depart- 
ment. 

Reoorts  were  given  by  Class  representatives  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  assembly  period.  The  qualifica- 
tions of  a  leader  were  given  as  follows :

9.    Openness  to  Others   (Communication  to 

her  followers) 
10.    Understanding  the  Job 
II.    Educational  and  Executive  Abilities 

1.  Mentality   (keep  on  the  alert,  constant 
study) 

2.  Knowledge    of    Organization,  Methods, 
Plans 

3.  Industry  and  Resourcefulness  (willing  to 
work) 

4.  Determination,  Will  Power  and  Reliability 

5.  Sound  in  thinking,  reasoning,  judgment 
and  decision 

Mrs.  Horne  challenged  the  group,  as  she  delivered 
her  forceful  "Wrap  Up  Message"  to  let  the  theme 
become  a  motivating  force  in  their  lives.  She  des- 
cribed "Renewal"  as  growth,  addition,  to  make  new 
again,  to  renovate,  to  restore,  to  begin  fresh  and  to 
repair;  and  "Involvement"  as  becoming  a  part  of 
something  or  to  get  in  the  fight.  Leaders  must  keen 
on  growing,  she  continued,  by  adding  to  one's  reli- 
gion, temperance,  impatience,  kindness,  love,  posi- 
tion or  office  and  personality.  Jesus  grew  because 
he  was  about  His  Father's  business,  seeking  know- 
ledge and  carrying  out  His  Father's  Will.  We  must, 
she  expressed,  seek  knowledge  and  study,  less  we 
become  Spiritual,  Social  and  Stewardship  Runts. 
(Runts  do  not  grow) . 

She  talked  about  the  Christian  race  and  its  pur- 
pose. Varied  expressions  were  heard  from  the 
group,  when  she  said,  "we  cannot  run  a  good  race 
weighted  down."  "Jealousy,  dishonesty,  hypocrisy, 
hatred,  gossip,  envy  and  unkindness  are  weights." 

"Leaders,  there  must  be  a  Renewal  in  Our  Spirit- 
ual Life,  In  Our  Social  Life  and  In  our  Stewardship 
life.  She  stated  that  only  Christ  is  able  to  transform 
or  renew  our  wills,  ways  and  our  world  into  forms 
of  God-Light,  God-Love  and  God-Power  .  .  .  "Be- 
hold, I  make  all  Things  new".  Therefore,  our  theme 
is  a  bold  proclamation  that  we,  as  Christians,  can 
boldly  believe  that  we  are  endowed  with  the  power 
of  His  Presence  to  Lift  the  Level  of  Humanity  and 
"Build  A  World  Which  Never  Was  Before".

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A  NEW  LOOK  AT  THE  CHURCH 
AND  PASTOR  RELATIONSHIP 

(Presented  by  Shaw  Theological  Alumni 
Association  at  the  One  Day  Session,  General 
Baptist  State  Convention  —  May  5) 
PART  I 

It  is  important  and  necessary  to  seek  some  under- 
standing as  to  why  an  estimated  3,000  Protestant 
ministers  and  2,500  Priests  drop  out  of  the  minis- 
try each  year  according  to  the  U.  S.  News  and 
World  Report. 

In  the  Black  Church  and  with  the  Black  Pastor, 
living  costs,  up  sharply,  continue  to  cut  the  dollar's 
value.  "The  1960-100  cents,  was  cut  to  80  cents  in 
1960;  from  1960  to  1968  and  1970,  the  1950-100 
cents  was  cut  to  62  cents.  By  1980,  if  prices  rise  by 
an  average  of  3  per  cent  a  year  in  the  coming  dec- 
ade, 16  cents  more  will  be  chipped  away  from  the 
buying  power  of  the  1950  dollar  —  making  it  worth 
only  46  cents.  You  can  see  that  the  dollar  then  will 
have  lost  more  than  half  its  value  since  1950." 

What  about  the  salaries  of  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Pastors?  Do  the  Negro  or  Black  Christians  share 
with  their  churches  or  the  Tithes  in  proportion  to 
their  weekly  income?  Do  they  realize  that  the  vast 
majority  of  pastors'  salaries  have  not  been  increas- 
ed in  proportion  to  the  cost  of  living  conditions?  If 
we  want  young  men  to  be  enticed  and  to  embark 
on  the  Training  and  Pastoral  journey  of  the  Christ- 
ian Church,  then  let  the  Black  Church  take  a  true 


perspective  as  to  what  She  has  to  offer.  The  Black 
Pastor  must  concern  himself  with  Hospital  and  Re- 
tirement Insurance  protection,  gift  contribution  to 
worthy  religious  objectives,  automobile  transporta- 
tion, clothing,  barber  work,  physician's  and  dental 
fees,  future  housing  for  retirement  home-life,  food 
(for  family  and  company),  and  college  preparation 
for  himself  and  children  (inclusive  of  personal  li- 
brary accumulation).  Just  what  is  suggestive  for 
the  Black  Pastor  from  the  community  of  the  Black 
Church  ? 

We  shall  attempt  to  outline  a  salary  schedule  for 
churches  consisting  of  varied  memberships  and 
abilities.  These  are  suggestions  only,  and  we  hope 
that  pastors  and  churches  will  use  these  suggestions 
in  the  same  spirit  that  they  are  given.

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HOLLOMON  RITES  HELD 

DR.  JOHN  L.  S.  HOLLOMON 

Pastor  of  Second  Baptist  Church  For  53  Years 
Dean  of  Washington  Pastors 
Funeralized  on  May  10,  1970 
By  THE  REV.  H.  L.  MITCHELL 

Dr.  John  L.  S.  Hollomon,  Pastor  of  Second  Baptist 
Church  for  53  years,  died  early  Wednesday  morning 
May  6  at  Washington  Hospital  Center.  Dr.  Hollo- 
mon, who  lived  at  403  P  Street,  NW,  was  the  Dean 
of  the  Pastors  in  the  Washington  Area. 

Born  April  24,  1885,  in  rural  Bertie  County,  N.  C, 
Dr.  Hollomon  was  the  oldest  of  ten  children.  He  was 
educated  at  Harrellsville  Chapel  School,  Waters 
Training  Institute  in  Winton,  N.  C,  and  Virginia 
Union  University.  He  was  a  brilliant  scholar  and  in 
later  life,  the  recipient  of  two  honorary  degrees. 
His  first  employment  was  as  a  teacher  of  Latin  and 
mathematics  at  Waters  Training  School. 

Dr.  Hollomon  began  his  ministry  in  ,1910,  when  he 
was  ordained  in  the  New  Bethany  Baptist  Church 
near  his  home.  In  late  1916  he  was  called  to  the  pas- 
torate of  the  Second  Baptist  Church  and  in  the 
spring  of  1917  began  his  record  setting  tenure  of  53 
years  of  uninterrupted  ministry  in  one  pulpit. 

Dr.  Holloman  was  an  eloquent  speaker.  His  rare 
ability  to  combine  intellect  and  soul  in  his  presen- 
tation made  him  widely  sought  after  as  an  evan- 
gelist and  lecturer.  He  spoke  without  manuscript 
but  always  with  grace,  style  and  effect.  One  par- 
ticularly popular  lecture  "Gold  Everywhere",  he 
delivered  ninety-one  times  in  various  parts  of  the 
country. 

Dr.  Hollomon  was  the  president  of  the  Washing- 
ton Baptist  Seminary  from  its  organization  in  1926 
until  his  death.  During  these  decades  of  his  leader- 
ship, the  Seminary  has  graduated  some  500  minis- 
ters and  Christian  workers.  More  than  80  per  cent 
of  the  Baptist  churches  in  Washington  and  vicinity 
are  pastored  by  "Sons  of  the  Seminary." 

Dr.  Hollomon  also  served  for  15  years  as  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Stoddard  Bap- 
tist Home.  In  1961  he  led  the  Home  in  its  move  to 
its  present  location  at  1818  Newton  Street,  NW. 
Through  Dr.  Hollomon's  leadership,  the  entire  cost 
of  this  property,  more  than  $250,000.  was  liquidated 
within  a  period  of  six  years. 

Dr.  Hollomon  was  a  former  president  of  the  Bap- 
tist Ministers  Conference  and  of  the  Interdenomina- 
tional Ministers  Alliance. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  Committee 
for  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  was  a  member  of 
Alpha  Sigma  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity 
and  the  Washington  Chapter  of  Frontiers  of 
America. 

Dr.  Hollomon  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Rosa 
V.  Hollomon;  five  children,  Mrs.  Otis  E.  Troupe, 


Mrs.  Welford  H.  Jackson,  Mrs.  Barrington  D.  Par- 
ker and  Mrs.  Howard  Davis  of  Washington  and  Dr. 
J.  L.  S.  Hollomon,  Jr.  of  New  York  City.  He  also 
leaves  five  grandsons,  three  granddaughters,  and 
one  great-granddaughter,  three  brothers  and  two 
sisters. 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Hollomon  was  held  Sun- 
day, May  10,  at  Second  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  John 
D.  Bussey,  president  of  the  Baptist  Ministers  Con- 
ference, presided.  The  Eulogy  was  delivered  by  Dr. 
J.  M.  Ellison,  chancellor  emeritus  of  Virginia  Union 
University. 


Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church

Under 
the  dynamic  leadership  of  Rev.  Diggs,  Mayfield  has 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  most  progressive  churches 
in  the  city  of  Charlotte. 

Mayfield  Memorial  adopted  as  a  financial  bud- 
get for  the  year  1970,  $106,540.00. 

With  an  average  attendance  of  more  than  600 
persons  at  worship  each  Sunday  morning  and  with 
144  persons  having  united  with  Mayfield  Memorial 
since  October,  1969,  the  members  of  Mayfield  feel 
humble  and  proud  that  the  Lord  is  using  Mayfield 
as  an  instrument  through  which  he  might  bless 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  The  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  World. 


TRIPP  ORDAINED  TO  MINISTRY

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THOMASVILLE  CHURCH  HOMES 

1964  was  a  year  of  desperation  and  anxiety  for 
the  black  people  of  Thomasville,  North  Carolina. 
Mass  demonstrations  and  a  list  of  demands  pre- 
sented to  the  city  council  failed  to  produce  any  re- 
sults that  could  be  seen.  Housing  was  listed  as  the 
number  one  problem  and  was  described  as  the  root 
of  the  social  problems. 

After  many  discusisons  in  City  Hall  that  failed 
to  produce  results,  First  Baptist  Church,  Church 
Street,  Thomasville,  North  Carolina,  voted  to  attack 
the  housing  problem  in  1965.  The  church  was  guid- 
ed by  their  minister,  Reverend  W.  E.  Banks,  who  at 
that  time  was  also  the  State  Director  of  Youth 
Work  for  NAACP.  St.  John's  United  Methodist 
Church,  under  the  leadership  of  Reverend  Glenn 
Brooks,  joined  hands  with  First  Baptist  and  the 
two  churches  became  involved  in  the  221D3  rent 
supplement  housing  program. 

There  were  a  multitude  of  obstacles  that  had  to 
be  overcome.  These  included  overcoming  hostilities 
of  the  citizens  of  Thomasville  and  the  city  council, 
finding  a  suitable  location,  and  obtaining  FHA  ap- 


proval. The  project  was  finally  approved  in  April, 
1969,  and  construction  began  the  same  month. 

Thomasville  Church  Homes,  Incorporated,  cele- 
brated its  formal  opening  Sunday,  June  21,  at  1:00 
p.m.  The  public  was  invited  to  attend  the  ceremonies 
which  were  held  at  the  project  site  on  Jacob  Street, 
Thomasville,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  T.  M.  Alexander, 
Assistant  Mortgage  Commissioner  for  the  FHA,  de- 
livered the  main  address.  Also  attending  the  cere- 
mony was  Dr.  Robert  J.  Brown,  Special  Assistant 
to  President  Nixon. 

The  first  occupants  are  scheduled  to  move  into 
the  apartments  within  the  next  two  weeks.  Teen- 
agers employed  by  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
will  work  with  the  new  occupants.  They  will  help 
move  furniture,  hang  drapes,  baby  sit  and  explain 
how  to  use  the  new  appliances.  Mr.  Bill  Crisp,  man- 
ager of  Thomasville  Church  Homes,  Inc.,  is  making 
plans  to  provide  help  and  training  in  home  manage- 
ment and  care;  health  services;  financial  manage- 
ment and  recreation. 

Davidson  County  Community  Action  is  coordinat- 
ing the  program  and  will  provide  special  services. 
Mr.  C.  Norris  Holloway,  Sr.,  is  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  Agency.

Participating  in  the  unusual  homecoming  activi- 
ties were  Rev.  David  Wilkerson,  founder  of  Teen 
Challenge,  his  brother  Rev.  Donald  Wilkerson,  Exec- 
utive Director  of  Teen  Challenge  and  Rev.  John  Ben- 
ton, Director  of  The  Walter  Hoving  Home  for  Girls 
which  is  a  part  of  Teen  Challenge,  in  Garrison,  N. 
Y.  Also  assisting  were  Rev.  John  Kenzy,  President 
of  Teen  Challenge  Institute  of  Missions,  in  Rhein- 
beck,  N.  Y.  and  Rev.  Delmar  Ross,  Superintendent 
of  Teen  Challenge  Training  Center  in  Rehrersburg, 
Pa.  Rev.  William  Burkett,  Pastor  of  the  Assemblies 
of  God  Church  in  Goshen,  Indiana  was  the  featured 
speaker.  Special  music  was  provided  by  the  Teen 
Challenge  Training  Center  Choir  and  the  Youth 
Crusade  singer,  Dallas  Holm. 

Rev.  David  Wilkerson,  speaking  to  a  crowd  of  ex- 
addicts  and  assembled  guests  stated  that  75%  of  the 
fellows  and  girls  who  completed  the  spiritual  reha- 
bilitation program  provided  by  Teen  Challenge  re- 
mained free  of  their  former  drug  habits.  He  de- 
clared, "There  is  no  other  drug  addiction  program 
in  the  nation  that  can  approach  the  success  of  this 
program.  I  say  this  in  all  humbleness  for  we  who 
work  with  the  fellows  and  girls  never  take  the  cre- 
dit —  that  belongs  to  God  for  He  effects  the  total 
cure.  We  merely  have  made  ourselves  available  to 
be  instruments  God  can  use  in  giving  hope  to  the 
hopeless.  We're  here  today  to  say  thanks  to  Jesus 
for  the  miracles  he  has  wrought  in  the  lives  of  so 
many." 

No  one  listening  to  the  roll  call  of  Teen  Challenge 
alumni  would  dispute  the  fact  that  miracles  had  oc- 
curred. Jose  de  Jesus,  for  instance,  entered  the  pro- 
gram four  years  ago  a  typical  drug  addict  —  shoot- 
ing heroin,  stealing  to  support  his  habit,  in  and  out 
of  jail  and  a  heartbreak  to  his  parents.  At  the  Teen 
Challenge  center  in  Brooklyn,  he  withdrew  from 


drugs  without  medication,  accepted  Christ  as  his 
Savior  and  was  on  the  way  to  becoming  a  completely 
new  person.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Teen  Chal- 
lenge Training  Center  located  on  a  210  acre  farm 
in  Rehrersburg,  Pennsylvania.  There  he  completed 
the  eight  month  rehabilitation  program  which  in- 
cluded attendance  at  chapel  and  Bible  classes,  pray- 
er, vocational  training  and  work  chores.  An  insur- 
ance company  offered  him  a  job  in  Lawrence,  Mas- 
sachusetts. He  has  done  exceptionally  well  and  was 
recently  married. 

Jose  de  Jesus  is  so  highly  regarded  that  three 
months  ago  Governor  Francis  W.  Sargent  of  Massa- 
chusetts named  him  to  a  newly-created  task  force 
to  assist  in  solving  the  problems  of  Spanish-speak- 
ing residents  which  might  require  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  Governor. 

The  roll  call  of  alumni  revealed  that  the  former 
addicts  are  now  pastors,  church  and  social  workers, 
state  narcotics  workers,  college  and  Bible  school  stu- 
dents, roofers,  printers,  etc.  A  number  of  alumni 
are  working  with  drug  addicts  in  Teen  Challenge 
centers  across  the  country. 

Rev.  David  Wilkerson,  founder  of  Teen  Challenge, 
is  the  author  of  "The  Cross  and  the  Switchblade," 
which  has  sold  over  5  million  copies.  The  book  has 
recently  been  made  into  a  movie  starring  Pat  Boone 
in  the  role  of  Mr.  Wilkerson.

IMPLEMENTATIONS  SINCE  THE 
SUPREME  COURT  1954  DECISION

The  optimist  would  contend  that  we've  come  a 
long,  long  way  in  race  relations.  He  would  point 
proudly  to  the  marvelous  strides  that  have  been 
made  in  the  area  of  civil  rights  over  the  last  few 
decades. 

The  pessimist  would  argue  that  we  have  made 
only  minor  strides  in  the  area  of  race  relations.  He 
would  contend  that  the  present  tension  which  we 
witness  in  certain  sections  of  the  nation  is  fit  testi- 
mony to  the  fact  that  we  have  created  more  prob- 
lems than  we  have  solved. 

The  realist  in  race  relations  would  agree  with  the 
optimist  in  saying  we  have  come  a  long  way,  but 
he  would  balance  that  by  agreeing  with  the  pessi- 
mist that  we  have  a  long  way  to  go.  It  is  this  realis- 
tic position  that  I  would  like  to  set  forth:  We've 
come  a  long  way,  and  we  have  a  long  way  to  go. 

Let  us  notice  first  that  we've  come  a  long  way. 
It  was  in  the  year  1619  that  the  Negro  slave  first 
landed  on  the  shores  of  this  nation.  They  were 
brought  here  from  the  soils  of  Africa,  and  unlike 
the  Pilgrim  fathers  who  landed  at  Plymouth  a  year 
later,  they  were  brought  against  their  wills. 

Throughout  slavery  the  Negro  was  considered  a 
thing  to  be  used,  not  a  person  to  be  respected.  He 
was  merely  a  depersonalized  cog  in  the  plantation 
machine.  Let  us  examine  some  of  the  land  mark 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  famous  Dred 
Scott  Decision  of  1857  clearly  expressed  the  status 
of  the  Negro  during  slavery.  In  this  case  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  affirmed  in  substance  that 
the  Negro  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States ;  he 
is  merely  property  subject  to  the  dictates  of  his 
owner. 

Another  land-mark  case  is  Plessy  versus  Ferger- 
son.  In  this  case  the  court  ruled  that  the  separate 
but  equal  doctrine  was  constitutional.  This  was  also 
applied  to  the  Sweatt  Case.  These  are  just  two  deci- 
sions which  laid  that  foundation  for  later  reversals. 

In  1954  in  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  Blacks  for  the 
first  time  were  protected  under  federal  laws  which 
enabled  them  to  enter  an  all  white  school.  It  was 
in  the  Brown  versus  Board  of  Education  that  the 
Supreme  Court  ruled  that  separate  but  equal  doc- 
trine was  inherently  unconstitutional.  This  was  a 
reversal  of  the  Plessy  versus  Fergerson  decision. 

Our  topic  is  where  have  we  come  since  this  deci- 
sion. This  can  be  summed  up  by  saying  that  there 
(Continued  on  Page  8) 
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is  a  new  Negro  in  America.  Blacks  now  realize  that 
they  can  say  with  pride:  Fleecy  locks  and  black 
complexion  cannot  forfeit  nature's  claim.  Skin  may 
differ,  but  affection  dwells  in  black  and  white  the 
same.  As  were  I  so  tall  as  to  reach  the  pole  or  to 
grasp  the  ocean  at  a  span,  I  must  be  measured  by 
my  soul.  The  mind  is  the  standard  of  man.  With 
this  new  self-respect  and  new  sense  of  dignity  on  the 
part  of  the  Negro,  the.  Civil  Rights  Movement  be- 
gan. For  ten  years  of  our  recent  history,  Negroes 
marched  and  demonstrated,  sat-in  and  freedom 
rode,  prayed  and  loved.  Whites  responded  with  mass 
jailings  and  mayor's  commissions,  beatings  and 
murders,  and  finally  enough  vocalization  of  public 
conscience  when  whites  were  killed  by  whites  to 
make  possible  government  action.  Black  thus  gain- 
ed the  right  to  vote,  the  privilege  of  eating  lunch 
next  to  white  men,  and  the  knowledge  that  segre- 
gated schools  are  unconstitutional.  The  Civil  Rights 
Movement  is  over  and  has  been  replaced  with  the 
Black  Power  Movement. 

I  know  when  I  say  Black  Power,  some  of  you  in 
this  building  get  uneasy.  The  first  thing  you  think 
of  is  violence.  This  is  not  necessarily  true.  The  con- 
cept of  Black  Power  focuses  on  precisely  these  is- 
sues. Like  any  successful  slogan  it  is  amorphour 
enough  to  provide  a  variety  of  popular  interpreta- 
tions. But  there  is  a  general  agreement  that  the 
Black  Power  Movement  in  an  effort  to  create  among 
Black  People  enough  personal  self-esteem  and  group 
consciousness  to  build  a  truly  democratic  political 
block  which  can  take  its  rightful  share  of  our  na- 
tion's economic  abundance.  Black  Power  shows  that 
once  Blacks  can  realize  their  psychological  exploita- 
tion by  whites  and  assert  the  validity  of  their  black- 
ness, they  will  constitute  a  self-conscious,  self-af- 
firming organization  in  society. 

This  is  why  Black  Power  is  a  revolution:  A  cul- 
tural revolution  which  seeks  to  destroy  the  psycho- 
sis of  white  supremacy;  a  political  revolution  which 
seeks  to  broaden  the  base  of  representative  democ- 
racy; an  economic  revolution  which  seeks  to  expand 
democracy  to  encompass  the  distribution  of  wealth. 
Black  Power  is  not  violence,  unless  violence  is  the 
only  way  the  mute  ghetto  can  communicate.  Black 
Power  is  not  racism  in  reverse,  unless  white  supre- 
macy forces  an  over-statement  of  the  legitimacy  of 
being  black.  Black  Power  is  not  black  nationalism, 
unless  there  is  no  room  in  America  for  Blacks.  Black 
Power  is  the  next  logical  step  from  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement.  It  is  a  racist  America  being  informed 
that  those  who  have  been  excluded  are  now  includ- 
ing themselves  in. 

Psychologists  have  a  word  which  is  probably 
used  more  frequently  than  any  other  word  in  mo- 
dern psychology.  It  is  the  word  maladjusted.  There 


are  some  things  in  our  social  system  to  which  I  am 
proud  to  be  maladjusted  and  to  which  I  suggest 
that  you  too  ought  to  be  maladjusted.  I  never  intend 
to  adjust  myself  to  the  viciousness  of  lynch  mobs. 
I  never  intend  to  become  adjusted  to  the  evils  of 
segregation  and  discrimination.  I  never  intend  to 
adjust  myself  to  the  tragic  inequalities  of  an  eco- 
nomic system  which  takes  necessities  from  the 
masses  to  give  luxuries  to  the  classes.  I  never  in- 
tend to  become  adjusted  to  the  madness  of  militar- 
ism and  the  self-defeating  method  of  physical  vio- 
lence. 

I  call  upon  you  to  be  maladjusted.  History  still 
has  a  choice  place  for  those  who  have  the  moral 
courage  to  be  maladjusted.  The  challenge  to  you  is 
to  become  maladjusted.  As  maladjusted  as  the  pro- 
phet, Amos,  who  in  the  midst  of  the  injustices  of 
his  day,  could  cry  out  in  the  words  that  echo  across 
centuries  "let  judgment  run  down  like  waters  and 
righteousness  like  a  mighty  stream;  as  maladjust- 
ed as  Lincoln  who,  about  a  century  ago  had  the  vi- 
sion to  see  this  nation  could  not  survive  half-free 
and  half-slave;  as  maladjusted  as  Jefferson  who,  in 
the  midst  of  an  age  of  slavery  could  cry  out  that 
all  men  are  created  equal  and  are  endowed  by  their 
creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights,  that  among 
these  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness ; 
as  maladjusted  as  Dr.  Martin  L.  King,  Jr.  who  had 
a  dream  that  one  day  a  man  would  not  be  judged  by 
the  color  of  his  skin,  but  by  the  content  of  his  char- 
acter. 

Yes,  when  we  get  more  people  to  become  malad- 
justed, then  we  can  make  further  advances  from 
the  1954  decision.  It  will  be  only  after  we  become 
maladjusted  that  we'll  be  able  to  say  like  the  great 
spiritual  of  old,  "Free  at  Last,  Free  at  Last,  Thank 
God  Almighty,  We're  Free  at  Last.

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FROM  THE  EDITOR'S  PEN 

The  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  has  uniquely  been  distinguished  as  one  of 
the  leading  State  Conventions  of  black  Baptists  in 
the  nation.  This  distinction  has  come  because  the 
General  Convention  has  not  lost  sight  of  the  com- 
mitment and  challenge  that  call  people  apart  to 
work  for  the  advancement  of  the  Cause  of  Christ. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  held  sacred  within 
the  ranks  of  the  General  Convention  the  high  spirit 
of  fellowship  and  brotherhood.  There  is  a  closeness 
and  an  awareness  of  the  need  of  one,  solidly  Unified 
Convention  to  represent  the  one  Christ  with  differ- 
ences of  opinion  sometimes,  yet  there  is  no  damage 
done  to  the  oneness  within  our  convention.  With 
church  representing  in  three  different  national 
bodies,  the  General  convention  remains  one  body. 
It  is  good  that  we  know  the  relationship  of  the  Sun- 
day School,  B.  T.  U,  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Ushers  and 
Laymen's  work  to  the  total  program.  This  assures 
us  of  remaining  one. 

A  key  factor  in  the  unity  of  General  Baptists  is 
the  Unified  Plan.  Within  this  plan  we  rally  our  sup- 
port to  four  necessary  and  worthy  christian  objec- 
tives. Educationally,  we  support  Shaw  University. 
Our  Foreign  Missions  outreach  is  channeled  through 
the  Lott  Carey  Foreign  Mission  Convention.  State 
Missions  is  our  commitment  where  we  pool  our  sup- 
port to  keep  the  home  fires  burning.  As  an  expres- 
sion of  our  desire  to  reach  boys  and  girls  who  are 
left  without  an  opportunity,  we  support  the  Cen- 
tral Orphanage. 

Now  we  find  ourselves  in  the  seventies,  a  time  of 
transition  and  change.  Far  out  ideas  characterize 
this  new  era.  The  church  and  the  convention  are 
really  on  trial.  What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

The  convention  saw  this  time  coming  and  sent  out 
a  group  to  think  through  some  of  the  challenges 
facing  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  and  to  rewrite 
a  new  constitution  to  give  us  adequate  grounds  of 


effectiveness  and  survival  in  the  new  day.  The 
committee  brought  back  a  superior  document.  One 
that  could  easily  serve  as  a  progressive  and  meaning- 
ful guide  for  us  in  the  General  Convention  and 
could  well  serve  as  a  guide  for  Baptists  across  the 
nation.  This  constitution  was  adopted  to  be  the  guide 
for  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.,  during  the  1969  convention  held  in 
Greenville.  It  is  to  go  into  effect  in  1971.  Some  of 
our  constituents  have  not  yet  understood  the  mean- 
ing and  far  reaching  significance  of  the  constitution. 

They  see  it  as  a  scheme  and  a  plan  to  break  up 
the  unity  that  now  exists  in  our  ranks.  Understand- 
ing comes  out  of  desire  and  the  stripping  of  our 
selfish  interests  to  discern  what  is  good  for  the 
whole.  I  would  suggest  that  we  read  over  and  over 
again  the  constitution  and  see  that  within  its  lines 
is  the  plan  for  effective  survival  of  our  work  as 
Baptists  in  North  Carolina.  Read  it!  Read  it!  Read 
it!  What  we  need  for  these  times  is  there.

STUDENT  BENEFITS 

If  you  are  a  veteran  and  going  to  school,  you  are 
probably  getting  help  under  the  G.  I.  Bill.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  you  might  be  eligible  for  a  monthly 
check  from  social  security,  too. 

If  your  parent  is  deceased  or  is  getting  a  social 
security  check,  you  should  contact  your  nearest  So- 
cial Security  Office.  You  must  be  under  age  22,  a 
full-time  student  and  unmarried.  The  only  sure  way 
to  know  if  you  can  qualify  is  to  inquire.  Be  sure 
to  take  your  parents  social  security  number,  your 
number  if  you  have  one,  and  your  birth  certificate. 
The  people  in  the  office  will  take  it  from  there. 

Remember,  if  you  are  eligible,  you  can  get  your 
social  security  check  in  addition  to  any  benefits  un- 
der the  G.  I.  Bill  or  scholarship  you  might  have.

SOCIAL  SECURITY  OFFICE 
REQUESTS  ADDRESS 
CHANGES  FOR  CHECKS 

"Mobility  is  a  way  of  life  for  the  American  peo- 
ple. This  may  cause  special  problems  for  social  se- 
curity beneficiaries,"  stated  George  V.  Hess  of  the 
Raleigh  Social  Security  Office.  When  a  social  secur- 
ity beneficiary  moves  and  does  not  change  his  ad- 
dress with  the  Social  Security  Administration,  his 
check  may  be  delayed. 

Hess  added  there  are  at  least  two  things  any  per- 
son receiving  social  security  should  do  when  he 
moves.  First,  he  should  contact  his  Social  Security 
office  by  telephone,  mail  or  in  person  to  let  them 
know  of  his  new  address.  He  may  use  the  card  pro- 
vided when  he  filed  for  social  security  checks.  Sec- 
ond, he  should  change  his  address  with  his  local  Post 
Office.  In  the  event  notice  is  not  received  by  the 
Treasury  Department  in  time  to  correct  the  ad- 
dress on  the  check,  the  Post  Office  may  forward  the 
checks  to  the  new  address. 

Hess  encouraged  those  who  have  any  questions 
about  their  social  security  to  call  the  nearest  Social 
Security  Office.  They  will  be  glad  to  help  you  with 
your  social  security  problems.

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THE  FAULT  OF  THE 
YOUNG  PEOPLE

The  most  popular  phrase  talked  about  today  is, 
"The  fault  of  the  young  people."  The  answer  most 
given  to  this  phrase  is,  "the  failure  of  the  adult  to 
live  right  before  us".  This  may  be  true,  but  I  know 
that  this  is  not  the  real,  true  answer.  We  all  know 
that  each  person  is  to  blame  for  his  or  her  own 
failure. 

Now,  I  want  to  talk  to  the  teen-agers,  and  the 
young  people  who  have  been  baptized  and  are  sup- 
posed to  have  been  born  again.  Young  people,  it  is 
time  for  us  to  wake  up  and  realize  the  things  that 
God  wants  us  to  do.  We  can't  live  wrong  just  be- 
cause our  parents  do.  Just  because  mother  may 
drink  and  father  doesn't  go  to  church  or  prayer 
meeting,  that  doesn't  make  it  all  right  for  us  to  do 
it.  God  is  not  going  to  accept  them  and  He  is  not 
going  to  excuse  us  because  we  follow  their  exam- 
ple. All  of  us  can  read,  and  I  am  sure  there  is  a  Bi- 
ble close  by  that  we  can  use.  So  just  because  our 
parents  don't  tell  us  the  things  that  God  wants  us 
to  do  in  order  to  inherit  eternal  life,  doesn't  mean 
that  we  have  no  way  of  knowing. 

I  feel  that  the  end  of  time  is  drawing  near  for 
us,  young  people;  tomorrow  may  be  too  late.  Now 
is  the  time  to  give  our  hearts  and  souls  to  Christ. 
We  have  to  stop  looking  at  the  adults  with  an  eye 
of  condemnation,  and  just  to  find  fault.  We  aren't 
God  and  we  have  no  right  to  judge  them. 

Now,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  adults  to  please  show 
us  the  way.  We  need  your  help  and  guidance.  We 
didn't  ask  to  come  into  this  sinful  world,  but  we 
had  no  choice.  You  brought  us  here,  so  please  show 
us  the  way  out.  I  have  that  God  said  "Let  your  light 
so  shine  that  it  will  constrain  others  to  come  to 
Christ".  But  young  people  if  we  find  that  we  cannot 
confide  in  the  grown-ups  then  hold  on  stronger  to 
God,  because  he  said  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth  and 
the  life."  So  we  can  take  up  our  cross  and  follow 
Christ. 

At  our  last  Christian  Youth  Meeting  we  held  a 
discussion  on  the  Generation  Gap  but  I  wasn't  able 
to  express  myself  very  clearly,  because  when  I 
think  of  what  our  fore-parents  went  through,  and 
what  the  American  Black  Man  had  to  bear,  I  get 
choked  up.  My  tongue  seems  to  be  paralyzed  and  my 
eyes  become  filled  with  tears.  Just  to  think  that 
people  were  beaten  and  treated  worse  than  animals 
just  because  of  the  color  of  their  skin,  I  say  there 
can't  be  and  there  must  not  be  a  gap  between  the 
generations  —  especially  in  the  Black  Race. 


When  we  come  together  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord, 
we  are  as  one ;  and  if  you  have  the  love  of  God  in 
your  heart  and  I  have  that  same  love  in  mine,  then 
nothing  can  came  between  us. 

I  want  to  say  "Thank  you"  to  our  leader  and  the 
other  adults  who  attend  this  meeting  for  your  help 
and  guidance  that  you  have  given  me.  The  love  of 
God  will  go  with  me  always,  and  I  hope  that  it  will 
always  abide  within  your  hearts.  Thank  you.

A  CHILD  NEEDS  TO  BELONG 

Children  have  a  basic  need  to  feel  loved  and  want- 
ed. A  child  without  a  home  misses  out  on  that  spe- 
cial feeling  of  belonging  to  someone  who  cares. 

In  North  Carolina  there  is  an  urgent  need  for 
adoptive  homes  for  Negro  children  of  all  ages,  and 
for  those  not  yet  born.  Sadly,  there  are  very  few 
adoptive  homes  currently  available  for  these  chil- 
dren. 

The  Children's  Home  Society  of  North  Carolina, 
Inc.,  is  searching  for  couples  who  may  be  interested 
in  adopting  a  Negro  child,  of  infant  age  or  older. 
Mrs.  Doris  Strickland,  caseworker,  has  been  employ- 
ed by  the  Society  to  direct  this  special  home-finding 
effort.  In  its  search  for  Negro  couples  who  can  of- 
fer an  adoptive  home  to  a  child  needing  their  love, 
the  Society  has  no  rigid  requirements. 

Describing  the  home-finding  program,  Mrs. 
Strickland  explains:  "We  are  looking  for  the  cou- 
ple who  has  a  genuine  love  for  children,  who  can 
give  a  child  a  home  where  he  feels  wanted  and  se- 
cure. We  would  want  the  couple  to  be  able  to  finan- 
cially provide  the  basic  needs  for  the  child  and 
enable  him  to  finish  high  school  without  having  to 
drop  out  to  go  to  work.  If  the  wife  has  a  job,  we 
would  want  to  be  sure  that  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  proper  care  of  the  child  while  the  mother 
is  at  work.  We  are  looking  for  couples  who  are  in 
good  health  and  whose  ages  are  appropriate  to  the 
age  of  the  child  they  take  into  their  home." 

The  Society  is  looking  for  a  wide  variety  of  homes 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a  wide  variety  of  children. 
Adoptive  parents  are  needed  for  Negro  infants  and 


for  hundreds  of  older  children  already  in  foster 
care  of  social  services  departments  throughout 
North  Carolina. 

At  this  time  138  of  the  Negro  children  who  are  in 
foster  care  in  our  state  are  legally  free  for  adop- 
tion. 46  are  under  2  years  of  age ;  19  between  the 
ages  of  2  and  3  years;  16  between  3  and  5  years; 
18  between  5  and  9  years;  19  between  9  and  11 
years;  and  20  are  11  years  of  age  or  older.  Some  of 
the  children  are  brothers  and  sisters,  who  need  to 
be  placed  in  the  same  adoptive  home  so  they  can 
stay  together. 

Unless  homes  can  be  found,  many  of  these  chil- 
dren will  spend  their  remaining  childhood  years  in 
foster  or  institutional  care.  Adoption  offers  the 
best  opportunity  for  most  of  them,  giving  them  the 
feeling  they  permanently  belong  to  a  family. 

Although  foster  parents  play  a  most  important 
role  in  the  lives  of  children  in  their  care,  there  is  a 
significant  difference  between  a  foster  and  an  adop- 
tive home.  A  child  in  foster  care  is  not  legally  a 
member  of  that  family.  Since  foster  parents  are  not 
obligated  to  keep  a  child  indefinitely,  it  is  difficult 
for  the  child  to  feel  the  security  of  being  a  perma- 
nent part  of  a  family.  A  child  who  has  lived  in  a 
number  of  foster  homes  usually  becomes  afraid  to 
love  and  trust  adults,  because  his  living  arrange- 
ments are  always  subject  to  change.  Foster  parents 
receive  a  modest  financial  compensation  to  take  a 
child  into  their  home;  adoptive  parents,  of  course, 
do  not. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  adoptive  mother  and  father 
become  the  legal  parents  of  the  child  who  is  placed 
in  their  home.  They  assume  both  the  responsibilities 
and  privileges  of  parenthood,  and  the  child  is,  by 
law,  a  part  of  that  family  from  the  date  of  the  final 
adoption  order.  Their  child  belongs;  he  has  a  fam- 
ily and  home  —  for  always. 

For  couples  considering  adopting  a  Negro  child, 
the  Society  has  no  set  age  limits  or  limitations  on 
the  number  of  children  already  in  the  home  when 
the  application  is  made.  The  Society  is  not  seeking 
"perfect  parents,"  realizing  that  no  parents  and 
no  child  is  perfect.  "Instead,"  according  to  Mrs. 
Strickland,  "we  are  looking  for  warm,  accepting 
people  with  the  desire  and  patience  to  help  a  child 
develop  the  best  that  is  in  him.  A  sense  of  humor 
will  help,  too!" 

The  Society's  adoption  services  are  available  with- 
out charge  to  residents  of  North  Carolina. 

Couples  applying  for  these  services  may  be  as- 
sured of  the  Society's  deep  interest  and  professional 
counseling  to  give  them  strong  support  during  the 
period  of  family  adjustment  after  a  child  is  placed

Churches  with  active  membership  above  500 
should  strive  to  engage  in  full  time  ministry. 

Each  church  in  the  above  suggested  list  should 
compensate  its  minister  10^  per  mile  for  all  trips 
made  on  behalf  of  said  church  other  than  the  reg- 
ular monthly  or  bi-monthly  services.  The  services 
to  be  compensated  for  are:  funerals,  marriages  and 
meetings  that  are  important  to  the  welfare  of  the 
said  church.

Churches  that  engage  in  a  full  time  ministry  and 
employs  a  full  time  minister  should  strive  to  reach 
the  following  (suggested  salary  scale:

THE  PASTOR'S  RESPONSIBILITY 

TO  THE  CHURCH 

The  minister  has  a  sacred  responsibility  to  the 
Church  which  calls  him  to  serve  as  pastor. 

According  to  Clyde  Turner's  book,  "The  New  Tes- 
tament Doctrine  of  the  Church,  "the  words  Elder, 
Bishop,  and  Pastor  are  three  names  for  the  same 
office. 

"Elder",  as  the  name  inicates  originally  referred 
to  the  older  men.  But  it  came  to  be  used  in  an  offi- 


cial sense  to  designate  those  with  experience  and 
worthy  of  respect. 

The  literal  meaning  of  "bishop"  is  overseer,  one 
who  exercises  oversight  in  the  church.  Pastor  means 
shepherd.  He  is  one  to  feed  and  care  for  the  flock. 
That  these  three  names  refer  to  the  same  office  is 
evident  in  Acts  20:17  which  says  that  'and  from 
miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the  elders  of 
the  church".  Speaking  to  the  same  men  in  verse  28, 
Paul  says,  "take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves, 
and  to  all  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Spirit  hath 
made  your  overseers,  (bishop  to  feed  act  as  shep- 
herd or  pastor)  the  church  of  God". 

According  to  Clyde  Turner's  point  of  view,  the 
duties  of  the  pastor  are  implied  in  the  name  "bish- 
op" who  has  the  responsibility  to  exercise  oversight 
in  the  church.  8he  name  "pastor"  or  "shepherd"  in- 
dicates that  he  was  to  feed  and  care  for  the  flock, 
as  a  preacher,  teacher,  leader  and  counselor.  He  was 
a  sympathetic  friend  and  a  faithful  servant  to  the 
church.  As  such  he  was  to  receive  respect  and  hon- 
or from  the  church.  "And  we  beseech  you  brethren 
to  know  them  which  labour  among  you,  and  are 
over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you ;  and  to  es- 
teem them  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's 
sake".  (I  Thess.  5:17)  The  duties  common  to  pastors 
of  evangelical  churches  are  the  following: 

1.  The  pastor  is  expected  to  preach,  counsel, 
perform  marriage  ceremonies,  visit  the  sick,  con- 
duct funerals,  represent  the  church  at  meetings  of 
the  association,  local,  state,  and  National  Conven- 
tions, and  make  himself  available  for  community 
projects. 

2.  His  will  be  the  responsibility  for  organizing  the 
work  of  the  church  and  keep  the  organization  run- 
ing  smoothly.  If  the  church  has  a  staff,  the  pastor 
is  required  to  assembly  the  personnel  and  direct  the 
work. 

3.  It  shall  be  his  responsibility  to  see  that  matters 
voted  on  by  the  church  are  carried  out. 

4.  All  in  all  the  pastor  is  to  lead  the  church  to 
engage  in  a  fellowship  of  worship,  witness,  educa- 
tion, ministry,  and  application. 

CONSOLIDATION 

The  rural  churches  of  North  Carolina  which  for 
forty  or  fifty  years  ago  were  blessed  to  have  been 
privileged  to  have  had  the  largest  population  in  the 
state  with  which  to  work  and  develop  their  program 
of  Religious  activities  among  the  members  except 
in  the  mountainous  areas  and  the  very  large  cities. 

For  the  past  25  years  we  have  had  a  tremendous 
shift  due  to  poor  farming  conditions.  Many  of  the 
people  left  the  farm  and  went  to  industrial  areas  to 
secure  jobs.  Some  of  the  rural  churches  were  forc-

ed  to  close  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  not 
enough  people  left  to  operate  the  churches  in  many 
sections. 

We  need  to  look  and  plan  ahead  for  the  future  in 
the  decade  of  the  seventies.  This  plan  should  be 
that  of  CONSOLIDATION. 

a.  Where  there  are  churches  in  an  area  of  some 
10  to  12  miles,  the  churches  should  consolidate  and 
imove  to  a  central  point  as  near  to  all  of  the  com- 
munities as  possible.  If  there  is  one  church  that  has 
a  good  substantial  building,  then  all  should  agree 
to  move  there.  Change  the  name  of  the  church  and 
begin  a  great  program  to  meet  the  special  needs 
of  all. 

If  the  church  needs  no  extra  improvements,  then 
they  should  purchase  at  least  10  or  12  acres  of  land 
for  activities  for  the  youth  in  years  to  come  for 
expansion  programs. 

We  have  been  preaching  this  for  years  and  a  few 
churches  of  the  rural  areas  have  done  this. 

We  are  almost  now  in  a  serious  need  of  pastors. 
This  will  help  to  solve  some  of  our  problems  by  con- 
solidating the  rural  churches.  The  church  could 
transport  some  of  the  people  to  church  who  have  no 
way  to  travel.  It  might  be  that  the  consolidated 
churches  could  be  stationed  in  times  to  come.

in  their  home.  The  Society  retains  legal  responsi- 
bility for  the  child  until  the  adoptive  parents  decide 
they  wish  to  make  the  relationship  lasting,  through 
requesting  a  Final  Order  of  Adoption  from  the  court. 

A  minimum  period  of  a  year  from  the  date  of 
placement  is  required  before  the  adoption  can  be- 
come legally  final. 

The  Society  would  like  to  talk  with  anyone  who 
has  helpful  suggestions  to  assist  in  its  efforts  to 
find  homes  for  Negro  children,  and  with  couples 
who  may  wish  to  consider  adoption.  Call  or  write:

"Many  household  workers  in  this  area  are  los- 
ing social  security  protection  because  their  earnings 
are  not  being  reported  for  social  security  purposes," 
says  Robert  A.  Flynn,  Social  Security  Manager. 

If  a  household  worker  is  paid  as  much  as  $50 
cash  wages  in  a  calendar  quarter  her  employer  must 
report  these  earnings  and  pay  the  social  security 
taxes  due  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.

CHURCH  TO  FETE 
RETIRING  PASTOR 

The  retirement  of  a  longtime  Charlotte  minister 
and  community  leader  was  marked  by  a  week  of 
special  services  conducted  by  his  church. 

St.  Paul  Baptist  Church  at  1401  N.  Allen  St., 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  led  the  services  for  Dr.  James  F. 
Wertz,  68.  Wertz  has  led  the  church  for  27  years. 

Wertz,  who  was  the  first  Negro  minister  to  serve 
as  president  of  the  Mecklenburg  Christian  Minis- 
ter's Association,  became  pastor  of  St.  Paul  when 
it  was  in  the  Brooklyn  section. 

He  came  to  the  church  after  serving  a  number 
of  years  as  director  of  Christian  education  for  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention.  He  has  served  as 
president  of  the  state  Baptist  Training  Union  Con- 
vention. 

Under  his  leadership,  the  church  established  new 
choirs,  Little  League  baseball  teams,  a  scouting 
program  and  other  active  groups. 

After  urban  renewal  forced  the  church  out  of  the 
building  they  had  raised,  Wertz  and  about  1,400 
church  members  decided  to  remain  close  to  the 
inner  city. 

They  bought  the  former  Allen  Street  Baptist 
Church  from  a  white  congregation  that  moved  out 
of  the  racially  changing  neighborhood. 

About  one-third  of  the  membership  formed  the 
Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church  on  Beatties  Ford 
Road. 

During  the  civil  rights  activities  of  the  60's 
Wertz  was  active  in  influential  interracial  groups 
in  Charlotte. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  mayor's  committee 
that  organized  United  Community  Services  and 
served  on  its  board  of  trustees.  He  has  been  on  the 
Social  Planning  Council,  a  Health  Study  Committee 
of  Mecklenburg  County,  vice  chairman  of  the  May- 
ors Committee  of  Community  Relations  and  mem- 
ber of  the  county  welfare  board. 

Wertz  is  founder  and  president  of  the  Oppor- 
tunity Foundation,  Inc.,  executive  producer  of  the 
Hour  of  Opportunity,  a  weekly  television  program, 
member  of  the  Charlotte  branch  of  the  NAACP  and 
president  of  Charlotte  Day  Nursery. 

Wertbz  was  born  in  Newberry,  S.  C,  and  came 
to  Charlotte  at  the  age  of  two.  He  was  educated  at 
North  Carolina  Central  University  and  Shaw  Uni- 
versity and  was  honored  with  doctor  of  divinity  de- 
gree by  Friendship  College  in  Rock  Hill,  S.  C. 


He  has  pastored  Shiloh  Baptist  Church  in  Max- 
ton,  First  Baptist  Church  in  Southern  Pines  and 
Buffalo  Springs  Baptist  Church  in  Raeford. 

Although  Dr.  Wertz  is  retiring  from  the  pastorate, 
he  shall  continue  his  work  as  Executive  Producer 
of  a  weekly  television  show,  "The  Hour  of  Oppor- 
tunity" through  the  facilities  of  station  WSOC-TV 
(channel  nine)  in  Charlotte.  Dr.  Wertz  has  indi- 
cated that  he  will  preach  when  requested.

Mrs.  Vera  M.  Slade  of  Ahoskie,  president  of  the 
Woman's  Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  auxiliary  to  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention,  Inc.,  gave  the 
solution  to  the  world's  problems  during  the  eighty- 
sixth  annual  session  at  Goldsboro,  August  ll-14th. 
She  declared  that  "the  Christian  Church  and  the 
gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
only  hope  for  World  Redemption.  The  pagan  world 
of  the  early  Christians  heard  the  gospel  and  was 
shaken  from  the  throne  of  power  and  glory,  by  the 
magic  of  its  charm  and  its  power  to  save  even  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  world.  To  them  Christ  was 
the  redeeming  act  of  God  in  the  midst  of  human 
weakness  and  failure,  remaking  the  'marred  ves- 
sel' into  the  very  likeness  of  the  Creator.  They  were 
sure  of  Christ's  purpose  and  mission.  They  were 
sure  of  the  grounds  of  their  Faith.  And  so  to  a 
lost  world,  they  ventured  forth  as  Pioneers  in  their 
new  Faith,  to  win  the  world  for  their  Lord  and 
Master.  Theirs  was  a  universal  message  for  salva- 
tion of  every  nation,  kindred  and  tongue.  The  same 
type  of  witnessing  will  save  men,  nations  and  king- 
doms today,  and  bring  peace  and  order  to  a  baffled 
and  confused  world." 

She  delivered  her  second  annual  message  to 
more  than  1,600  delegates  assembled  at  the  Branch 
Memorial  Tabernacle  in  the  midst  of  shouts  of 
"amen"  and  "hallelujah".  The  mammoth  session 
was  hosted  by  the  First  African  Baptist  Church, 
Rev.  Isaac  B.  Horton,  pastor,  with  three  main  de- 
partments (senior,  young  adults  and  junior-young 
people)  meeting  at  the  Branch  Memorial  Taberna- 
cle, First  African  Baptist  and  Goldsboro  Free  Will 
Baptist  Churches,  respectively. 

A  total  of  $47,958.57  was  given  for  the  objectives 
of  this  convention  —  State  and  Foreign  Missions, 
Shaw  University,  Central  Orphanage,  and  the  J.  J. 
Johnson  Baptist  Assembly  Site,  the  most  recent  ob- 
jective. The  total  amount  received  for  the  assembly 
site  from  all  sources  was  $18,614.66.  The  County- 
Wide  Grand  March   (The  Righteous  Marching), 


which  was  adopted  as  a  fund-raising  project  for 
the  assembly  site,  was  culminated  on  Thursday  with 
Roberson,  Nash,  Anson  and  Northampton  Coun- 
ties receiving  special  recognition  for  having  re- 
ported the  largest  sum  above  their  quotas. 

Hearts  were  lifted  when  Dr.  Talmadge  Watkins 
of  Charlotte  gave  the  Assembly  Site  Progress  Re- 
port. He  stated  that  the  'Guest  Lodge'  had  been 
completed  and  was  ready  to  be  occupied  for  small 
meetings.  It  will  accommodate  18  to  20  persons 
with  kitchen  and  bath  facilities,  also  an  all-purpose 
room  with  a  fire  place.  Dr.  Watkins  is  the  minister 
of  the  University  Park  Baptist  Church  and  chair- 
man of  the  Trustee  Board,  General  Baptist  State 
Convention,  Inc. 

The  theme  "The  Role  of  Missions  in  World  Re- 
demption" was  emphasized  in  every  area  of  the 
session.  Dr.  Wendell  C.  Somerville,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Lott  Carey  Baptist  Foreign  Mission 
Convention,  USA,  gave  a  good  illustration  of  the 
Convention's  spirit  in  relation  to  "world  redemp- 
tion". He  reported  that  North  Carolina  raised  more 
money  for  foreign  missions  than  any  other  conven- 
tion in  the  United  States.  It  was  also  noted  that  the 
Baptist  Women  play  a  very  important  part  in  the 
progress  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Lott  Car- 
ey Convention.  President  Slade,  chairman  of  the 
Alberta  Randolph  Committee,  reported  the  largest 
amount  of  money  ever  reported  in  the  history  of 
the  Committee;  Mrs.  M.  A.  Home  is  the  chairman 
of  the  Auxiliary's  Executive  Board;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Mc- 
Lester  is  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page,  Lott  Carey 
Herald ;  and  Mrs.  Annie  L.  Filmore  serves  on  an 
important  standing  committee. 

Mrs.  Bronnie  Harris  Daniels  of  Winston-Salem 
presided  over  the  fifth  annual  session  of  the  Young 
Adult  Department  and  Mrs.  Luella  D.  Edwards  of 
Fayetteville  served  as  State  Director.  Highlighting 
their  session  was  a  musical  skit  "Young  Adults 
Shaping  Up  for  the  70's"  presented  by  District  5, 
Group  2,  Mrs.  Lucy  Gray  Spencer,  chairman.  Pres- 
ident Daniels  chose  a  woman,  who  lived  in  the  time 
of  the  "Judges"  to  portray  what  a  woman  can  do 
if  she  has  faith  in  God  and  will  join  hands  and 
work  with  others. 

James  Lewis,  Jr.  of  Winston-Salem  delivered  a 
most  dynamic  and  thought-provoking  message  to 
the  delegates  of  the  forty-fifth  annual  session  of 
the  Junior-Young  Peoples  Department  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon.  In  his  final  message  as  president,  Mr. 
Lewis  called  upon  the  young  people  to  "trip-out, 
since  it  is  the  in  thing".  "Tripping-out  allows  one  to 
lose  himself  and  become  a  new  person  within.  There 
are  no  problems  too  great  when  you  begin  tripping-

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the  older  generation,  he  continued.  No  school  prob- 
lem, no  social  problem,  no  mission  work  is  too  great 
while  you  are  tripping-out.  In  tripping-out,  it  is  not 
how  much  you  have,  it  is  how  long  you  can  stay  in 
your  world".  He  recommended  that  the  Juniors 
"trip-out  with  God",  this  method  is  not  expensive, 
but  it  is  rewarding.  Highlighting  the  Junior's  ses- 
sions were  the  "Shaw  and  Have  A  Heart  For  Mis- 
sions Contest".  For  seven  consecutive  years,  Gaston 
County  has  won  the  "Shaw  Contest".  Miss  Michelle 
Dunlap,  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church,  Gastonia  was 
the  winner,  with  Miss  Mabel  Shaw,  Union  Baptist 
Church,  Durham,  runner-up.  Miss  Mary  Wall,  Lake- 
view  Baptist  Church,  Durham,  who  represented  the 
New  Home  and  Durham  County  Juniors  (last  year's 
winners) ,  received  the  two  pieces  of  luggage  for  re- 
porting the  largest  sum  of  money  for  the  "Have  A 
Heart  For  Missions"  contest.  Miss  Elma  Barnes, 
Mt.  Nebo  Baptist  Church,  Murfreesboro,  was  the 
runner-up  and  was  awarded  one  piece  of  luggage. 

Among  the  outstanding  personalities  appearing 
on  the  program  were  Mrs.  Rosa  L.  Kimp,  Flint, 
Michigan.  The  talented  president  of  the  Great  Lakes 
District  Woman's  Convention  and  Director  of  Reli- 
gious Education,  Wolverine  State  Convention,  Mich- 
igan, spoke  on  the  theme.  She  informed  the  group 
that  "we  as  a  people  are  standing  at  the  crossroads 
and  we  must  make  a  decision,  if  we  are  to  be  suc- 
cessful. If  we  choose  Jesus,  she  continued,  then  we 
choose  life".  She  also  gave  a  dramatization  of  a 
"Baseball  Game"  that  thrilled  the  hearts  of  every- 
one. Dr.  King  V.  Cheek,  president  of  Shaw  Univer- 
sity, related  that  "it  is  time  for  the  church  leaders 
to  stop  being  too  silent  about  what  is  taking  place 
in  the  United  States.  We  need  to  speak  out  against 
injustices  from  the  pulpits,  homes  and  schools.  He 
stressed  the  great  need  for  the  right  kind  of  leader- 
ship that  will  help  the  youth  of  today  to  cross  over 
the  bridges  of  life.  This  kind  of  help,  he  continued, 
will  help  them  to  build  the  kind  of  society  God  will 
be  pleased  with.  The  sermons  preached  by  the  men 
of  God  lifted  many  hearts  and  impelled  many  dele- 
gates to  re-dedicate  their  lives  in  service  to  God 
and  their  fellowman.  Dr.  E.  T.  Browne,  pastor  of 
the  Mt.  Vernon  Baptist  Church,  Durham,  was  intro- 
duced as  a  "Spiritual  Globe  Trotter".  Speaking  from 
the  subject  "The  Blest",  he  tceld  the  messengers  that 
"individuals  who  move  by  faith  and  belief  are 
blest".  The  Rev.  J.  D.  Ballard  of  Winston-Salem 
stressed  the  following  points  as  he  spoke  from  the 
subject  "What  Am  I?":  I  am  what  God  made  me, 
I  am  re-born,  I  am  redeemed  and  I  am  divine.  He 
is  the  minister  of  the  United  Metropolitan  Baptist 
Church,  Winston-Salem.  Dr.  W.  R.  Grigg  of  Atlan- 
ta, Ga.,  associate  secretary,  Department  of  Work 


with  National  Baptist,  Home  Mission  Board,  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  said,  "the  christian's  re- 
sponsibility is  to  train  disciples  for  Christ".  We 
should,  he  continued,  not  only  baptize  new  members, 
but  we  should  teach  them  to  observe  all  things,  as 
stated  in  Christ's  Great  Commission.  In  order  to 
do  this,  a  Christian  must  grow  in  grace.  Dr.  R.  Irv- 
ing Boone  of  Elizabeth  City,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Kinston  and  Pleasant  Plain  Bap- 
tist Church,  Ahoskie,  challenged  the  delegates  to 
use  the  power  that  God  has  given  to  solve  the  prob- 
lems of  today.  His  subject  was  "This  Is  No  Time  To 
Be  Afraid". 

New  officers  elected  during  the  senior  session 
were  Mrs.  A.  B.  Byrd,  Rocky  Mount,  1st  vice  pres- 
ident emeritus;  Mrs.  J.  B.  McLester,  Durham,  1st 
vice  president;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Turner,  Lumberton,  2nd 
vice  president.

tist  Church  of  Thomasville,  North  Carolina.  The 
corporation  received  financial  aid  in  the  form  of  a 
$12,000,000  grant  from  Thomasville  Furniture  In- 
dustries. (This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
North  Carolina  that  an  industry  has  given  such  an 
amount  for  this  type  of  project).  A  loan  of  $85, 
000.00  was  obtained  from  the  Low-Income  Housing 
Development,  Inc.  (This  is  a  non-profit  organiza- 
tion in  Durham.  They  have  served  as  consultants 
in  the  project).  The  Federal  Housing  Administra- 
tion insured  a  loan  of  $1,133,100.00  from  Cameron 
Brown  Company  of  Raleigh. 

2  —  The  neighborhood  is  a  quiet  residential  sec- 
tion with  churches,  schools  and  a  shopping  center 
nearby.  A  restaurant,  grocery  store,  service  station, 
and  laundrymat  will  be  owned  and  operated  by  a 
separate  corporation. 

3  —  Rent  Schedules 

One  Bedroom  —  $126.00 
Two  Bedroom  —  $142.00 
Three  Bedroom  —  $165.00 
Four  Bedroom  —  $176.00 

This  price  includes  maintenance,  heat,  electricity, 
and  water. 

Those  who  cannot  pay  the  full  amount  of  their 
rent  and  whose  income  is  limited  to  the  family  in- 
come rate  set  by  the  federal  government  will  be 
eligible  for  assistance  under  the  rent  supplement 
program. 

4  —  Persons  eligible  to  live  in  the  apartments: 

A)  Handicapped 

B)  Elderly  (62  years  or  older) 

C)  Now  living  in  Sub-Standard  Housing 

D)  Forced  to  move  because  of  government  ac- 
tion. (Urban  Renewal,  Demolition,  or  high- 
way construction). 

E)  Persons  who  can  pay  the  rent. 

The  number  of  persons  residing  in  the  apartments 
will  be  strictly  regulated.  No  more  than  two  per- 
sons may  reside  in  a  one  bedroom  apartment,  no 
more  than  four  in  a  two  bedroom  apartment,  no 
more  than  six  in  a  three  bedroom  apartment.

SOCIAL  SECURITY  BENEFITS 
AVAILABLE  TO  DISABLED 

Most  Americans  know  that  social  security  pro- 
vides retirement  checks  for  older  people.  Many  also 
know  that  benefits  are  payable  to  surviving  widows 
and  children  of  deceased  workers.  But  many  people 
are  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  social  security  bene- 
fits are  also  payable  to  disabled  workers  and  their 
dependents.  Mr.  Robert  Flynn,  Manager  of  the  Ra- 
leigh Social  Security  Office  says  that  the  disability 
protection  is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of 
social  security  for  the  younger  worker. 

Disability  benefits  are  payable  under  social  se- 
curity to  either  a  man  or  a  woman  who  is  totally 
disabled  and  meets  the  work  requirements.  The 
work  requirement  is  5  years'  work  out  of  the  last 
10  years  if  the  worker  is  over  31  years  old  when 
he  becomes  disabled.  If  disabled  between  age  24 
and  31  the  worker  needs  credit  for  work  in  half  of 
the  time  between  age  21  and  the  date  disability 
begins.  In  the  case  of  a  young  worker  who  became 
disabled  before  age  24,  V/o  years  work  out  of  the 
last  3  years  is  needed. 

The  amount  of  any  social  security  benefit,  in- 
cluding disability,  is  based  on  the  worker's  average 
earnings.  The  disability  benefit  for  the  worker 
varies  from  a  minimum  of  $64.00  to  a  maximum  of 
$250.70  per  month.  For  example,  a  worker  who  had 
averaged  $5,400.00  per  year  while  working  would 
receive  $189.80  per  month  from  social  security.  If 
he  was  married  and  had  at  least  one  child,  the  fam- 
ily would  receive  $354.40  per  month. 

Mr.  Flynn  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  6  month 
waiting  period  before  disability  benefits  can  be 
paid.  This  waiting  period  begins  with  the  first  full 
month  after  the  person  becomes  disabled.  Thus,  for 
example  the  waiting  period  for  a  person  who  be- 
came disabled  in  July  1970  extends  from  July  thru 
December.  The  first  month  for  which  benefits 
could  be  paid  would  be  January  1971.  The  January 
check  would  be  received  on  February  3,  1971.  Al- 
though no  benefits  can  be  paid  for  the  first  6 
months  after  the  disability  begins,  Mr.  Flynn 
strongly  emphasized  that  the  disabled  person 
should  not  delay  filing  a  claim.  By  filing  an  appli- 
cation with  the  social  security  office  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  the  disability  begins,  there  will  be  no 
delay  in  receiving  the  first  check.  If  you  are  dis- 
abled and  think  you  may  be  eligible  for  disability 
benefits,  contact  the  social  security  office  right 
away.

HELPFUL  HINTS  TO  USHERS 

Ushers  play  an  important  role  in  the  church. 
Many  ministers  will  agree  that  in  seeing  that  the 
worshippers  are  properly  greeted  and  ushered  to 
their  seats  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  disturb  his 
desire  to  worship  are  essential  to  the  worship  serv- 
ice. 

Ushers  have  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  make 
those  coming  to  the  service  feel  that  they  are  want- 
ed and  always  welcome  in  the  House  of  God. 

An  usher,  therefore,  should  be  well  acquainted 
with  all  the  advantages  to  a  worshipper.  The 
usher  should  know  also  if  it's  possible  for  a  person 
to  sit  at  other  locations,  and  if  this  is  not  possible, 
why.  Of  course  a  worshipper  arriving  early  is  en- 
titled to  as  much  choice  as  possible,  and  as  others 
come,  they  are  given  what  seats  remain. 

The  important  thing  is  to  help  induce  a  friendly 
and  worshipful  atmosphere,  and  to  preserve  any 
feelings  which  exist  at  the  time  the  people  enter 
the  church.  The  aim  of  the  usher  is  to  get  the  wor- 
shippers seated  without  in  any  way  diminishing 
their  desire  to  participate  in  the  service.  Thus,  it 
is  necessary  to  avoid  doing  anything  that  tends  to 
frustrate  the  worshipper.  If  they  are  made  to  feel 
differently,  they  will  in  most  instances,  get  little  or 
nothing  from  the  service. 

Remember  that  the  first  impression  which 
strangers  receive,  when  coming  to  a  church  for  the 
first  time  is  usually  from  the  ushers.  Therefore,  a 
dignified,  respectful  and  friendly  reception  is  deep- 
ly appreciated  by  everyone.  An  usher  is  a  represen- 
tative of  the  church  and  should  conduct  himself 
accordingly.

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TIPS  ON  APPLYING  FOR 

SOCIAL  SECURITY 
RETIREMENT  BENEFITS 

Are  you  getting  ready  to  retire  ? 

Robert  A.  Flynn,  social  security  manager  in  Ra- 
leigh has  some  tips  that  may  help  save  you  time  and 
trouble  when  you  apply  for  your  social  security 
benefits. 

A  telephone  call  to  the  social  security  office  is  a 
good  first  step.  The  office  can  answer  your  ques- 
tions and  tell  you  how  to  apply  and  when  to  do  it. 
When  you  apply  bring  your  social  security  card  or 
a  record  of  your  social  security  number,  proof  of 
your  age,  and  your  last  year's  income  tax  withhold- 
ing statement.  If  you  are  self-employed,  bring  a 
copy  of  last  year's  income  tax  return  and  evidence 
of  payment  of  the  self-employment  tax. 

If  your  wife  is  also  applying  for  benefits,  she 
should  bring  evidence  of  her  age  and  her  social  se- 
curity card  or  a  record  of  her  number  if  she  has 
one.  The  best  evidence  of  your  age  is  a  birth  or 
baptismal  certificate  made  within  5  years  of  your 
birth.  However,  if  these  are  not  available,  other 
documents  may  be  used.  Generally,  the  older  the 
document  the  better. 

If  you  have  children  under  18  —  or  youngsters 
between  18  and  22  who  are  full-time  students  — 
bring  their  birth  certificates  and  records  of  their 
social  security  numbers. 

It's  generally  a  good  idea  to  apply  about  3  months 
before  you  retire.  Don't  delay  because  you  don't 
have  any  of  the  required  documents  or  information. 
The  people  in  the  social  security  office  will  be  glad 
to  help  you  get  the  necessary  information. 

If  you  are  housebound  and  unable  to  come  to  the 
office,  arrangements  can  be  made  for  taking  your 
application  by  mail  or,  if  necessary,  someone  can 
come  to  your  home.  Just  let  the  social  security  of- 
fice know. 

Housewives  who  employ  help  around  the  house 
on  a  regular  basis  have  two  important  mailing 
chores  to  perform  before  October  31,  according  to 
Robert  A.  Flynn,  social  security  district  manager  in 
Raleigh. 

These  are  the  mid-summer  and  the  early  fall  quar- 
terly reports  of  wages  and  the  social  security  con- 
tributions paid  on  those  wages,  he  said.  The  pay- 
ments —  due  by  the  end  of  July  for  the  months  of 
April,  May  and  June;  and  by  the  end  of  October 
for  July,  August,  and  September  —  cover  all  house 
employees  who  are  paid  cash  wages  of  $50  or  more 
by  one  employer  in  a  calendar  quarter. 


Contributions  are  based  only  on  cash  wages.  Cash 
or  tokens  given  to  the  worker  for  car  fare  count  as 
wages.  But  the  room  and  board  allowance  for  a  "live- 
in"  domestic  employee  does  not  count. 

The  worker  and  the  employer  each  contribute  4.8 
percent  of  the  worker's  wages  to  social  security. 
In  some  cases,  the  employer  may  choose  to  pay  the 
entire  9.6  percent  contribution  himself.  But  it  is 
the  employer,  Flynn  pointed  out,  who  is  responsible 
under  the  law  for  making  the  reports. 

More  than  a  million  household  workers  —  maids, 
cooks,  cleaning  women,  gardners,  handymen,  and 
babysitters  —  are  earning  social  security  protection 
through  the  wages  reported  for  them,  Flynn  said. 

Information  about  social  security  for  household 
workers  is  available  from  any  social  security  office. 

The  forms  are  available  at  social  security  offices, 
post  offices,  and  sometimes  at  employer  personnel 
offices.  After  the  social  security  office  receives 
the  form,  the  people  there  will  send  the  bride  a  re- 
placement social  security  card  showing  her  new 
name,  but  the  same  social  security  number. 

The  new  bride  should  also  notify  the  payroll  de- 
partment where  she  works  of  her  change  in  name, 
Flynn  points  out.  This  is  important  so  her  earnings 
under  social  security  will  be  correctly  reported  by 
her  employer.  The  social  security  computers  will 
not  credit  earnings  unless  the  name  and  the  num- 
ber agree  with  those  in  the  master  records. 

The  contributions  made  under  social  security  by 
the  new  wife  provide  protection  for  her  as  well  as 
the  family  she'll  probably  be  starting,  adds  Flynn. 
"This  could  mean  not  only  benefits  for  her  retire- 
ment years  but  disability  benefits  and  survivor 
benefits  if  accident  or  illness  should  strike,"  the 
district  manager  said. 

"The  father  of  the  bride  and  social  security  have 
something  in  common.  Both  share  in  the  wedding 
expense,  even  though  social  security's  share  is 
small  change  —  only  44<?  in  1969,"  said  Robert  A. 
Flynn,  district  manager  in  Raleigh. 

This  is  what  it  costs  the  Social  Security  Adminis- 
tration to  change  a  bride's  name  on  the  computer- 
ized records  at  the  headquarters  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland. 

"And,  since  September  is  just  as  popular  a  month 
as  June  for  weddings,  this  seems  an  appropriate 
time  to  remind  all  new  brides  of  this  important 
step,"  adds  the  district  manager. 

Last  year,  over  3,000,000  brides  changed  their 
names  on  social  security  records.  A  simple  form 
called  a  "Request  for  Change  in  Social  Security 
Records"  is  all  the  newlywed  needs  to  change  her 
name.

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CROP  AIDS  REHABILITATION 
IN  NIGERIA 

CROP  funds  totaling  $8,000  have  been  used  to 
purchase  50  tons  of  high  protein  food  for  the  reha- 
bilitation of  civil  war  casualties  in  Nigeria.  CROP, 
the  Community  Hunger  Appeal  of  Church  World 
Service,  provided  more  than  2  million  pounds  of 
material  aid,  chiefly  high  protein  foods,  to  Nigeria 
since  the  conflict  began. 

Contributions  received  in  CROP  community  can- 
vasses throughout  the  United  States  and  from  indi- 
viduals and  groups  concerned  about  the  plight  of 
the  Nigerian  people  have  accounted  for  more  than 
$800,000  in  CROP  assistance  to  that  country  in  the 
past  two  years. 

Aid  from  CROP  and  Church  World  Service  is 
being  channeled  through  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  to  the  Christian  Council  of  Nigeria,  an 
indigenous  organization  representing  the  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Nigeria,  the  Nigerian  Baptist  Con- 
vention, the  Salvation  Army,  the  Anglican  Dioceses 
in  Nigeria,  and  the  Qua  Oboe  Church. 

CCN,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  governments, 
the  Catholic  Secretariat  of  Nigeria,  Save  the  Chil- 
dren Fund,  and  Quaker  Service,  has  launched  a  com- 
prehensive medical  and  agricultural  development 
program.  Health  operations  are  directed  by  Miss 
Mattie  Tolley,  an  American  nurse  who  has  served  on 
CCN  medical  teams.  Medical  personnel  have  re- 
opened pre-war  rural  health  centers,  in  addition  to 
bolstering  the  services  of  existing  hospitals.  Much 
of  the  feeding  program  is  being  directed  through 
these  health  centers. 

With  the  withdrawal  of  the  Red  Cross  at  the 
end  of  June,  CCN  and  the  other  agencies  inherited 
a  heavy  burden  of  distribution  problems  to  go  along 
with  a  program  requiring  1,000  tons  of  food,  drugs, 
fuel,  and  other  essential  supplies  each  week. 

Workers  report  that  the  food  situation  has  been 
alleviated  to  some  extent  with  the  harvest  of  crops 
planted  in  a  crash  program  this  past  spring.  CROP 
had  shipped  vegetable  seed  to  Nigeria  to  be  used  in 
areas  which  were  stripped  of  all  food  supplies  dur- 
ing the  war. 

However,  CWS  Africa  director  Nancy  L.  Nicalo 
reports  that  a  second  phase  of  need  is  now  becom- 
ing more  apparent  with  widespread  unemployment 
and  corresponding  lack  of  funds  for  the  people  to 
purchase  what  foods  are  now  available. 

"The  teams  have  brought  these  people  up  to  a 
fair  level  of  health,"  Miss  Nicalo  said,  "but  we  are 
seeing  many  deteriorate  after  treatment,  because 
they  cannot  afford  to  feed  themselves.  It  isn't  their 
fault.  There  are  just  not  enough  job  opportunities." 

CCN  aims  to  have  50  rural  training  centers  in 
operation  to  ease  the  employment  problem  for  farm- 
ers. Revolving  loan  programs  will  enable  families 
to  buy  the  necessary  supplies  to  begin  farming 
again,  and  when  these  loans  are  repaid,  the  funds 
will  enable  families  to  do  the  same.

Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Fayetteville  and 
newly  elected  president  of  General  Baptists. 

During  the  103rd  annual  session  of  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  recent- 
ly held  in  the  United  Metropolitan  Baptist  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  Dr.  C.  R.  Edwards  of  Fayetteville 
was  chosen  to  lead  the  350,000  plus  Baptists.  The 
convention,  meeting  in  the  beautiful,  modern  and 
spacious  facilities  of  the  church  where  two  major 
congregations  in  Winston-Salem  united  several  years 
ago  to  form  the  United  Metropolitan  Baptist  Church, 
was  called  to  order  and  guided  through  the  sessions 
by  the  retiring  president,  Dr.  John  W.  White  of 
Asheville.  United  Metropolitan  has  as  its  pastor, 
Reverend  J.  D.  Ballard  wha  is  one  of  the  young  Bap- 
tist giants  of  North  Carolina  and  the  nation.  The 
power  of  his  leadership  was  felt  by  all  of  us  while 
we  met  there.  He  and  the  Reverend  J.  J.  Bonham, 


vice  president  of  the  Winston-Salem  Baptist  Minis- 
ters Conference,  extended  warm  words  of  welcome 
during  the  opening  session  of  the  convention. 

Meeting  around  the  theme :  "General  Baptists  fac- 
ing the  Seventies  With  a  Commitment,"  the  103rd 
session  made  history.  Dr.  O.  L.  Sherril,  executive 
"■secretary,  made  an  astounding  report  of  the  con- 
tention's work  during  the  year.  His  report  revealed 
„that  General  Baptists  did  more  for  Missions  and 
Education  than  in  previous  years.  Dr.  John  W. 
White  was  at  his  best  in  bringing  the  President's 
Address.  Worship  leaders  included  the  Reverends 
Elbert  Lee,  Rocky  Mount;  John  Mangum,  Wendell; 
H.  H.  Sullivan,  Old  Fort;  B.  F.  Corpening,  Newton;

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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

As  Delivered  By 

Dr.  John  W.  White 

To  the  103rd  Annual  Session  of  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention 
Held  in  Winston-Salem 

Mr.  Chairman,  Officers,  Members  and  friends  of 
the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Ca- 
rolina, Inc.  I  am  grateful  to  almighty  God,  our  Hea- 
venly Father  and  to  you  through  whom  God  has  so 
wonderfully  worked,  for  the  opportunity  to  address 
you  on  this  the  one  hundred  and  third  annual  ses- 
sion of  this  great  convention. 

For  many  of  us,  that  part  of  life's  highway  from 
October,  1969  to  October,  1970  has  been  a  long  one ; 
perplexed  with  problems  of  many  kinds.  However, 
as  we  look  back  over  our  journey,  we  can  truthfully 
say  . . . 

"Through  many  clangers,  toils  and  snares 

I  have  already  come; 

'Tis  Grace  has  brought  me  safe  thus  far, 

And  Grace  will  lead  me  home." 
Though  the  way  has  been  dark  and  dangerous  at 
times,  we  were  not  alone,  for  we  can  say  as  others 
have  said  before  us  . . . 

"Did  not  our  hearts  burn  within  us, 

While  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way." 

1969  ANNUAL  SESSION 

October,  twelve  months  ago,  we  met  in  Green- 
ville, North  Carolina  at  the  historic  Sycamore  Hill 
Missionary  Baptist  Church,  shepherded  by  the  dy- 
namic pastor  and  preacher,  The  Reverend  B.  B. 
Felder.  There  we  witnessed  one  of  the  greatest  ses- 
sions of  this  convention,  and  were  shown  no  little 
hospitality  —  in  fact,  it  was  "General  Baptist  Hos- 
pitality." The  spirit  was  highlighted  by  the  adop- 
tion of  a  new  constitution.  This  powerful  document 
is  the  product  of  four  years  of  meditation,  prayer 
and  thinking  of  some  of  the  best  minds  in  this 


country,  and  will  guide  safely,  the  destiny  of  this 
convention  for  the  next  century.  During  the  session 
"The  Day  of  Pentecost"  came  and  our  souls  rejoic- 
ed in  the  God  of  our  salvation. 

ONE  DAY  SESSION 

On  May  5,  we,  no  doubt,  witnessed  the  most  en- 
couraging and  fruitful  One-Day  Session  this  con- 
vention has  known.  We  met  at  the  Martin  Street 
Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Paul 
Johnson  and  his  fine  congregation  put  out  the  red 
carpet  for  us.  The  financial  receipts  were  the  high- 
est ever  recorded  at  a  One-Day  Session  and  the 
spirit  was  even  higher. 

1970  ANNUAL  SESSION 

The  nineteen  seventy  annual  session  has  brought 
us  safely  to  the  United  Metropolitan  Missionary 
Baptist  Church  of  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina. 
The  honored  pastor,  The  Reverend  J.  D.  Ballard, 
and  his  good  members  have  had  us  to  know  that  we 
are  truly  welcome.  Since  being  here,  we  have  al- 
ready felt  the  spirit  of  the  title  which  the  church 
bears  —  "United." 

OUR  CONVENTION 
The  Baptist  Headquarters — Under  the  leadership 
of  our  tireless  and  determined  Executive  Secretary, 
Dr.  O.  L.  Sherrill,  our  convention  is  moving  for- 
ward with  great  speed.  He  is  tireless,  working  day 
and  night;  he  is  determined  to  do  all  and  even  more 
than  the  convention  requires  him  to  do.  How  does 
he  do  all  that  he  does?  I  do  not  know.  He  himself 
doesn't  really  know;  only  God  knows.  But  we  all  do 
know  that  at  his  right  hand  is  his  very  efficient 
secretary-bookkeeper,  Mrs.  Margarie  W.  Dunn.  I 
think  this  convention  should  give  her  a  new  name, 
"Miss  Efficient  Baptist."  At  Dr.  Sherrill's  left  hand 
is  the  Reverend  C.  C.  Craig,  who  has  the  title  of 
Assistant  Executive  Secretary.  But  there  is  some- 
thing peculiar  about  his  work  —  You  see  him  once 
he  is  truly  Assistant  Executive  Secretary;  you  see 
him  again  he  is  functioning  as  the  Director  of

time  you  see  him  he  is  setting  the  pulpits  on  fire 
with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

He  and 
his  efficient  secretary,  Mrs.  Blonnie  Herndon,  are 
keeping  the  Baptists  informed  of  their  own  doings. 
He  has  so  trained  Mrs.  Herndon  that  in  reality  she 
is  the  Assistant  Editor;  and  whether  he  is  present 
or  absent,  she  gets  the  job  done.  The  Reverend  Dud- 
ley's greatest  need  is  more  paid  up  subscribers.  Will 
you  renew  your  subscription  today? 

The  Department  of  Interracial  Cooperation  under 
the  direction  of  The  Reverend  Corbin  Cooper  is 
working  miracles  among  the  members  of  the  Bap- 
tist and  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina.  His  travels  over  the  state  in  the  interest 
of  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  second  to 
that  of  Dr.  0.  L.  Sherril's,  if  not  equal  to  it.  Invite 
him  to  your  church  to  conduct  an  institute,  or  dis- 
cuss better  race  relations,  or  to  assist  you  in  pro- 
moting a  Sunday  School  enlargement  program.  But 
remember  this,  he  doesn't  mind  you  throwing  him 
in  the  briar  patch  at  eleven  o'clock  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing. He  is  very  quiet,  but  he  gets  awfully  noisy  in 
the  pulpit.  Call  upon  him,  will  you? 

Our  Auxiliary  Presidents — This  convention  is 
composed  of  five  auxiliaries  and  the  parent  body. 
The  president  of  each  auxiliary  is  a  layman.  Each 
president  is  doing  a  marvelous  work  for  Christ  and 
His  Kingdom.  I  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  the 
Annual  Session  of  each  Auxiliary;  each  showed 
signs  of  spiritual  and  financial  growth. 

The  president  of  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Convention,  Mrs.  Vera  Slade.  Mrs.  Slade 
is  a  Christian  lady  and  leader  with  every  letter 
capitalized.  At  the  annual  session  in  Goldsboro,  this 
year,  she  turned  the  convention  into  an  old  fash- 
ioned revival;  and  when  she  had  finished  her  ad- 
dress, you  could  hear  the  expression,  "I  have  never 
seen  it  in  this  manner  before."  The  truth  is,  she 
give  herself  to  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  took  her.  At 
the  close  of  her  message,  she  resigned,  but  the  con- 
vention replied  to  her  resignation  by  electing  her  for 
four  more  years.  This  is  indicative  of  the  respect 
they  have  for  her  Christian  integrity  and  leadership 
ability. 

I  wish  time  would  allow  me  to  tell  you  about  the 
work  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Butler,  president  0f  the  State 
Sunday  School  Convention  for  some  thirty  years. 
His  leadership  ability  is  unquestionable.  He  no  doubt 
ranks  among  the  leading  layman  of  this  country  in 
his  knowledge  of  Baptist  polity  and  doctrine.  Like 


the  Apostle  Paul,  he  does  not  hesitate  in  saying,  "I 
know  whom  I  have  believed,  and  am  persuaded  that 
he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  committed  unto  him 
against  that  day." 

Brother  J.  T.  Hawkins,  who  has  led  the  Baptist 
Training  Union  forward  for  some  twenty  years  is 
still  doing  a  magnificent  job.  He,  too,  like  Brother 
Butler,  because  of  his  knowledge  of  God's  work  and 
will  has  kept  this  organization  in  God's  will  and  way. 

Brother  Arthur  Williams,  has  been  piloting  the 
Usher's  Convention  for  some  seventeen  or  eighteen 
years.  Our  churches  have  been  greatly  blessed  with 
improved  ushering,  as  a  result  of  the  teaching  and 
training  received  at  this  convention.  Brother  Wil- 
liam, has  done  well,  but  could  do  a  much  better  job, 
if  our  churches  would  send  more  messengers  to  the 
convention. 

The  Laymen's  League  is  being  piloted  by  Brother 
Frank  Marshall.  It  is  the  youngest  of  our  auxiliaries, 
and  has  the  youngest  president.  At  one  time  in  its 
history,  the  Laymen  League  was  living  at  a  slow 
rate,  but  the  late  Dr.  R.  M.  Pitts,  recommended 
that  the  League  meet  at  the  same  time  and  place 
with  the  parent  body.  This  was  clone,  and  from  that 
time  until  now,  Brother  Marshall  has  been  able  to 
almost  work  miracles  through  this  organization. 
He  gave,  last  year,  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  re- 
opening of  the  Baptist  Supply  Store.  Through  the 
Laymen's  program,  a  type  of  fellowship  is  being 
developed  among  the  laymen,  that  has  not  been 
known  before. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  all 
the  good  that  is  being  done  through  the  auxiliaries 
of  this  convention. 

OUR  NATION 

Our  nation  today  is,  no  doubt,  facing  its  greatest 
crisis  since  the  Civil  War.  The  Civil  War  was  a  con- 
flict between  the  North  and  the  South;  over  the 
question  of  slavery,  but  our  national  crisis  today 
knows  no  boundary  line;  north  or  south,  east  or 
west ;  it  is  wherever  we  Americans  are.  However,  it 
is  still  a  conflict  about  justice,  righteousness,  and 
freedom ;  and  in  the  midst  of  it  all,  the  voice  of  God 
can  be  heard  saying,  "Let  judgment  run  down  as 
waters,  and  righteousness  as  a  mighty  stream." 

Our  nation  is  confronted  with  kidnapping,  mass- 
murder,  racism,  use  of  drugs,  hippie  antics,  war  in 
Vietnam,  the  militants,  the  disregard  for  law  and 
order,  disregard  for  parental  authority,  discrimina- 
tion against  minority  groups,  student  unrest,  vio- 
lence on  college  campuses,  a  new  morality,  white 
might,  black  power,  air  pollution,  water  pollution,  a 
dead  God  theology,  despiritualized  church,  and  a 
growing  disrespect  for  the  ministry.  These  are  a 
few  of  the  evils  of  our  time,  which  have  provoked 
our  national  crisis.  Many  people  today  are  asking, 
"Is  America  doomed?"  Some  are  saying,  yes,  with- 
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out  reservations;  others  are  saying,  yes,  unless 
America  make  an  about  face  right  now  she  is 
doomed.  But  the  faithful  are  saying,  "No!  America 
is  not  doomed,  for  God  is  still  on  his  throne,  and 
within  your  bosom  you  have  the  phone." 

What  is  God's  reply  to  the  evils  of  our  time?  To 
the  racists  who  are  troubling  our  nation,  God  is  say- 
ing, "Listen  to  the  prophet  Malachi  whose  voice  has 
been  ringing  through  centuries,  asking,  (Have  we 
not  all  one  father?  Hath  not  one  God  created  us? 
Why  do  we  deal  treacherously,  every  man  against 
his  brother?)  Or,  they  may  do  well  to  hear  the 
converted  Apostle  Peter  declare,  "Of  a  truth  I  per- 
ceive that  God  is  no  respector  of  persons." 

To  those  who  are  insisting  on  "White  Might"  and 
"Black  Power",  God  is  saying,  "Not  by  "White 
Might"  nor  "Black  Power"  but  by  my  spirit." 

The  restless  students  on  our  college  campuses 
would  do  well  to  listen  to  the  cry  of  Saint  Augus- 
tine :  "0  God,  Thou  has  made  us  for  thy  self  and  we 
are  restless  until  we  find  rest  in  Thee." 

Our  nation  would  do  well  to  read  a  second,  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  time,  Governor  Cranton's  Commis- 
sioner's Report  to  the  president  on  campus  unrest 
and  violence.  The  commission  among  many  things 
had  this  to  say  .  .  . 

its  youth  is  a  nation  on  the  edge  of  chaos.  A 
very  survival  of  the  nation  will  be  threatened. 
A  nation  driven  to  use  the  weapons  of  war  upon 
its  youth  is  a  nation  on  the  edge  of  chaos.  A 
nation  that  has  lost  the  allegiance  of  part  of 
its  youth  is  a  nation  that  has  lost  part  of  its 
future." 

To  the  militants  of  our  nation,  Jesus  is  saying, 
"Put  your  sword  back  into  its  place,  for  all  who  draw 
the  sword  will  die  by  the  sword." 

IN  THE  FIELD  OF  SCIENCE 

In  the  field  of  science,  America  is  performing 
miracles.  Four  men  have  walked  on  yonders  moon 
and  returned  safely  to  earth.  So  startling  was  this 
adventure,  that  many  who  beheld  it  on  television 
do  not  yet  believe  it  really  happened.  It  is  sad  to 
say,  that  many  of  us  Americans  go  no  where,  see 
nothing,  hear  nothing,  and  therefore,  know  nothing. 

In  "Message"  magazine  for  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 1970,  there  is  an  article  written  by  Richard  W. 
Coffen,  entitled:  "New  Life,  New  Heaven,  New 
Earth,"  in  which  he  says,  and  I  quote : 

"Did  you  know  that  a  little  white  rabbit  re- 
cently gave  birth  to  a  whole  herd  of  —  no,  not 
little  bunnies,  but  —  calves?" 

Dr.  E.  S.  E.  Hafez,  of  Washington  State  Univer- 
sity, experiments  with  an  amazing  technique  of 
breeding  cattle,  by  combining  hormones  from  preg- 
nant horses  and  women  and  injecting  them  into  a 


cow;  he  can  induce  the  cow's  ovaries  to  release  as 
many  as  one  hundred  ripe  ova,  which  he  can  arti- 
ficially inseminate  and  several  days  later  flushes 
from  the  cow.  Dr.  Hafez  then  implants  the  embryo's 
in  a  female  rabbit,  which  may  be  shipped  around  the 
world.  When  the  rabbit  reaches  her  destination,  the 
tiny  embryos  are  removed,  transplanted  into  cows, 
which,  given  the  proper  hormones,  bear  healthy 
calves  nine  months  later. 

Perhaps,  even  more  intriguing,  are  the  experi- 
ments of  Cornell  University's  Dr.  Frederick  C. 
Steward,  who  can  regrow  an  entire  carrot  from  a 
single  carrot  cell. 

The  implications  of  such  experiments  point  to  an 
astounding  way  of  life  for  our  grandchildren.  Dr. 
Hafez  speculates  that  within  ten  years  housewives 
will  select  frozen  day-old  embryos  from  attractive 
display  cases  and  have  these  frozen  embryos  im- 
planted by  their  physicians.  Each  embryo  will  bear 
a  label  listing  hair  color,  eye  color,  sex,  probably 
size,  IQ,  and  a  guarantee  it  has  no  cogenital  defects. 

Dr.  Steward's  experiments  open  the  possibility  of 
growing  organs  or  entire  people  from  a  few  selected 
cells,  thus  enabling  scientists  to  propagate  a  single 
person  thousands  of  time  by  merely  scraping  a  few 
cells  into  a  petri  dish. 

Reviewing  these  startling  advances,  Life  Maga- 
zine declared,  "We  are,  then,  entering  an  area,  where 
children  may  be  born  of  geographically  separated 
or  even  long  dead  parents,  where  virgin  births  may 
become  relatively  common,  where  women  may  give 
birth  to  other  women's  children,  where  romance 
and  genetics  may  be  separated,  where  some  few 
favored  men  may  father  thousands  of  babies,  where 
a  permit  may  be  required  in  order  to  have  a  baby." 
Scientists,  according  to  one  English  writer,  focus 
a  new  form  of  humanity  —  homo-biologicus  —  a 
strange  method  that  will  combine  the  properties  of 
self-reproduction  without  males. 

Unquote,  look  out  brethren,  quote,  "like  the 
green-fly,  of  fertilizing  his  female  at  long  distance; 
like  the  Nantiloid  Molluscus,  of  changing  sex  life; 
like  the  Newt,  of  developing  outside  the  mother's 
body;  like  the  Kangaroo,  and  of  hibernating  like 
the  hedgehog." 

Unquote,  yes,  our  nation  has  the  scientific  know- 
how  in  many  areas  of  life,  and  is  performing  mira- 
cles before  our  eyes.  Each  year  some  new  discovery 
is  made,  and  man  is  compelled  to  ask,  "What  next?" 
I  am  told  that  the  scientists  of  our  nation,  and 
around  the  world  pool  their  resources  and  informa- 
tion in  order  to  perfect  the  earliest  possible  cure  of 
some  diseases,  or  to  make  a  new  instrument  that 
will  aid  them  in  making  new  discoveries.  Why  this 
kind  of  cooperation?  To  help  the  human  family  en- 
joy the  blessings  which  God  has  given  to  mankind. 
The  United  States  and  Russia  are  discussing  pool- 
(Continued  on  page  5) 
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ing  their  resources  and  information  in  outer-space 
in  order  that  they  might  be  able  to  probe  even  deep- 
er in  outer-space  and  beyond,  even  into  the  Stellars 
world. 

Why,  do  you  know,  and  I  am  sure  you  must 
know,  that  insurance  companies  are  pooling  their 
information  and  resources  in  order  to  render  great- 
er and  more  efficient  service  to  man;  banks  are 
pooling  their  information  and  resources  in  order 
that  they  may  be  able  to  make  available  more 
money  to  the  people;  railroads  are  pooling  their  re- 
sources and  information,  that  they  may  offer  bet- 
ter transportation. 

Why,  did  you  not  know  that  all  of  the  stores 
downtown  have  their  Christmas  sale  on  the  same 
day  or  days?  Well,  they  know  that  no  one  store 
has  in  it  everything  that  all  the  people  need,  there- 
fore, they  come  together  that  they  may  render  a 
more  efficient  service  to  the  people.  Think,  how 
foolish  it  would  be  if  each  store  had  its  own  sale 
day  ...  if  there  are  fifteen  stores  selling  different 
products,  this  would  mean  that  a  person  would  have 
to  make  fifteen  different  trips  down  town  to  the 
sales. 

If  Russia  and  the  United  States  can  come  togeth- 
er for  the  purpose  of  probing  in  Stellars  World,  if 
the  railroad  companies  are  pooling  their  information 
and  resources  to  give  us  better  transportation ;  if 
the  insurance  companies  are  pooling  their  informa- 
tion and  resources  that  they  may  render  more  effi- 
cient service  to  the  people ;  and  the  stores,  each  sell- 
ing its  own  product,  come  together  on  sale  days  to 
do  a  better  job.  What  does  this  say  to  our  churches? 
What  does  this  say  to  our  Associations?  And  what 
does  this  say  to  the  General  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina? 

Why  is  there  so  much  divisioness  in  many  of  our 
churches?  In  some  churches,  there  is  so  much  divi- 
sioness that  a  member  of  the  senior  choir  will  not 
dare  sing  with  the  gospel  choir,  not  even  at  a  fun- 
eral. The  deacons  and  trustees  are  often  at  odds 
over  the  question,  who  has  the  authority  to  do  this 
or  that  ?  The  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School 
will  not  return  to  the  Baptist  Training  Union,  for  he 
doesn't  want  to  do  anything  that  will  help  it  to  be 
as  large  as  HIS  Sunday  School.  The  pastor  of  one 
church  will  join  with  a  layman  of  another  in  criti- 
cizing his  pastor  and  church  program.  Some  Asso- 
ciations are  not  friendly  toward  one  another,  be- 
cause of  boundary  lines,  or  some  previous  misunder- 
standing with  the  Moderator;  being  in  the  same 
city  or  county,  they  would  not  dare  have  a  joint 
Annual  Training  Institute,  or  a  joint  effort  for 
Christian  Education  and  Mission.  And  as  far  as 


the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Ca- 
rolina is  concerned,  there  are  a  few  of  us  who  are 
working  daily  to  divide  the  most  powerful,  predom- 
inantly black  Missionary  Baptist  State  Convention 
in  the  world.  They  seek  to  set  one  auxiliary  against 
the  parent  body,  another  against  another  auxiliary, 
they  want  to  bear  the  title  —  "Auxiliary  to  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina, but  want  to  be  absolutely,  separate  and  distinct. 
They  want  to  do  their  own  thing  in  their  own  way, 
and  will,  but  God  has  not  called  us  to  do  our  thing, 
but  to  do  His  thing  in  His  way  and  according  to  His 
will.  We,  who  behave  ourselves  in  such  a  manner 
cannot  be  Bible  students;  for  it  is  written  in  God' 
holy  Word: — 

"For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath  many  mem- 
bers, and  all  the  members  of  that  one  body,  be- 
ing many,  are  one  body:  so  also  is  Christ. 
For  the  body  is  not  one  member,  but  many;  If 
the  foot  shall  say,  because  I  am  not  the  eye,  I 
am  not  of  the  body;  is  it  therefore  not  of  the 
body? 

And  if  the  ear  shall  say,  because  I  am  not  the 
eye,  I  am  not  of  the  body ;  is  it  therefore  not  of 
the  body? 

If  the  whole  body  were  an  eye,  where  were  the 
hearing,  where  were  the  smelling? 

But  now  hath  God  set  the  members  every  one 
of  them  in  the  body,  as  it  hath  pleased  him. 
And  if  they  were  all  one  member,  where  were 
the  body? 

But  now  are  they  many  members,  yet  but  one 
body.  And  the  eye  cannot  say  unto  the  hand,  I 
have  no  need  of  thee ;  nor  again  the  head  to  the 
feet,  I  have  no  need  of  you. 

Nay,  much  more  those  members  of  the  body, 
which  seem  to  be  more  feeble,  are  necessary: 
That  there  should  be  no  schism  in  the  body; 
but  that  the  members  should  have  the  same 
care  one  for  another. 

And  whether  one  member  suffer,  all  the  mem- 
bers suffer  with  it;  on  one  member  be  honor- 
ed, all  the  members  rejoice  with  it. 
Now,  ye  are  the  body  of  Christ,  and  members 
in  particular." 

—The  First  Epistle  of  Paul  the  Apostle  to 
the  Corinthians — Chapter  Twelve,  verses, 
Twelve,  Fourteen  through  Twenty-two;

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The  Reverend  W.  B.  Lewis'  Report 
As  Historian  of  the  Convention 

Greetings  To  the  Brotherhood: 

Mr.  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

We  have  been  summoned  to  give  an  account  of 
our  stewardship,  and  achievements,  before  this 
Convention,  and  before  our  God. 

As  Historian  of  the  Convention,  I  bring  you  some 
achievements  from  the  archaisms  of  this  Conven- 
tion, historical  data  about  Baptists  and  our  original- 
ity as  general  Baptists.  The  adoption  of  the  new 
constitution  for  the  General  Baptist  Convention  and 
its  auxiliaries  was  the  most  outstanding  history 
making  item  of  our  last  Annual  Convention. 
Baptists : 

Baptists  constitute  one  of  the  major  Protestant 
forces  in  the  United  States.  Twenty-seven  Baptist 
denominations  reported  25,500,000  in  1966.  In  1966 
there  were  96,878  local  Baptist  churches. 

The  first  Negro  Baptist  church  in  American  was 
organized  at  Silver  Bluff,  across  the  Savannah  Ri- 
ver from  Augusta,  Georgia  in  1773.  Other  churches 
followed  in  Petersburg,  Virginia  in  1776;  Richmond, 
Virginia  in  1780 ;  Williamsburg,  Virginia  in  1785 ; 
Lexington,  Kentucky  in  1790. 

The  first  Negro  Baptist  Association,  the  Provi- 
dence Baptist  Association  of  Ohio  was  formed  in 
1836. 

The  first  national  organization  for  Negro  Baptists 
came  in  1880,  with  the  creation  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Baptist  Convention  in  Montgomery,  Alabama. 
In  1886  the  American  National  Baptist  Convention 
was  organized  at  St.  Louis,  and  in  1893  the  Baptist 
National  Educational  Convention  was  organized  in 
the  District  of  Columbia.  All  three  Conventions 
were  merged  into  the  National  Baptist  Convention 
of  America  at  Atlanta  in  1895. 

In  1915  a  division  arose  in  this  Convention  over 
the  adoption  of  a  charter  and  the  ownership  of  a 
publishing  house.  Those  rejecting  the  charter  con- 
tinued to  function  as  the  National  Baptist  Conven- 
tion of  America,  while  the  group  accepting  the  char- 
ter became  known  as  the  National  Baptist  Conven- 
tion of  the  U.  S.  A.,  Incorporated.  Today  there  are 
approximately  20,000,000  Negroes  in  the  United 
States.  Forty-four  percent  of  the  total  Negro  popu- 
lation are  church  members. 

Nearly  8,500,000  Negro  Baptists  are  found  in 
three  major  Conventions:  5,500.000  in  the  Nation- 
al Baptist  Convention  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  Incorporated ; 
2,668,799  in  the  National  Baptist  Convention  of 
America;  and  500,000  in  the  Progressive  National 
Baptist  Convention,  Incorporated. 

Negro  Baptist  doctrine  tends  toward  Calvinism. 
American  Baptist  Convention 

In  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  there 


were  three  Baptist  organizations  in  the  north  mu- 
tually maintained. 

The  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  The 
American  Baptist  Missionary  Union  and  the  Amer- 
ican Baptist  Publication  Society.  Separate  appeals 
for  funds  to  support  all  these  competing  societies 
created  confusion  and  dissatisfaction,  and  led  even- 
tually to  the  formation  of  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention  in  1907. 

American  Baptist  Convention  is  composed  of 
5,968  churches,  1,454,965  members. 

In  matters  of  faith  every  Baptist  church  of  a 
Convention  speaks  for  itself.  There  are  also  certain 
Baptist  doctrines  held  in  common. 

The  Bible  as  the  foundation  of  belief. 

The  individual  conscience  and  the  interpretation 
of  the  Bible. 

Immortality  and  the  future  life,  the  brotherhood 
of  man,  and  the  need  of  man's  redemption  from 
sin. 

The  ordinances  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Lordship  of  Christ. 
General  Baptists 

The  General  Baptists  claim  their  name  and  origin 
in  John  Smythe  and  Thomas  Helways,  which  was 
organized  in  England  and  Holland  in  1611. 

The  General  Baptists  in  the  Colonies  along  the  At- 
lantic Coast  were  at  first  overwhelmed  by  the  in- 
fluence of  Calvinism. 

The  organization  of  the  General  Baptists  move- 
ment originated  out  of  the  Richland  of  Holland, 
and  the  Forgg  County  of  England.  The  Fathers  of 
Holland  and  England,  grasped  a  Baptistic  principle, 
which  seemed  to  float  on  a  universal  frequency. 

It  was  the  organized  efforts  of  the  Fathers  to  cen- 
ter a  structure  around  a  principle,  but  it  was  not 
the  beginning  of  the  principle.  It  has  been  said, 
"that  we  have  no  founder  but  Christ,  and  that  Bap- 
tists, have  been  prescribing  and  practicing  from  the 
days  of  John  the  Baptist  and  Jesus." 

Their  confession  of  faith  that  Jesus  died  for  all 
men;  that  failure  to  achieve  salvation  lies  com- 
pletely with  the  individual;  that  man  is  depraved 
and  fallen  and  unable  to  save  himself ;  that  regener- 
ation is  necessary  for  salvation  except  in  the  case 
of  infants,  who  are  not  responsible  for  sin ;  that  sal- 
vation comes  by  repentance  and  faith  in  Christ;  that 
the  Christian  who  perseveres  to  the  end  is  saved; 
that  the  wicked  are  punished  eternally.  The  dead, 
just  and  unjust,  will  be  raised  at  the  Judgment; 
the  Lord's  Supper  and  believer's  baptism  by  immer- 
sion are  the  only  authorized  Christian  ordinances 
and  should  be  open  to  all  believers.  The  denomina- 
tion is  Congregational  in  church  government. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  the  General  Baptist  lies 
in  their  use  of  a  presbytery,  into  which  the  ordain- 
ed members  of  local  associations  are  grouped ;  they 
examine  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  for  dea-

those  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may 
be  as  one,  as  we  are. 

Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them 
also  which  shall  believe  on  me  through  their 
word ; 

That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  thou,  Father,  art 
in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be 
one  in  us :  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou 
has  sent  me. 

And  the  glory  which  thou  gavest  me  I  have 
given  them ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we 
are  one: 

I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be 
made  perfect  in  one;  and  that  the  world  may 
know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved 
them,  as  thou  has  loved  thee." 

—The  Gospel  according  to  Saint  John, 
Chapter  Seventeen ;  verses  Eleven  and 
Twenty  through  Twenty-three. 

We  who  behave  ourselves  in  such  a  manner  may 
not  have  seen  and  heard  on  our  television,  and  read 
in  newspapers  and  magazines,  about  the  cooperation 
of  our  insurance  companies,  our  railroads,  the  Rus- 
sian and  United  States  government,  our  banks.  Now 
you  see  these  are  working  together  for  the  physical 
man,  but  the  church,  the  associations,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
are  working  together  for  the  welfare  of  both,  the 
physical  and  the  soul ;  with  time  and  eternity ;  with 
the  tangible  and  the  intangible ;  with  the  visible  and 
the  invisible.  Every  child  of  God  deals  not  only  with 
the  visible,  but  with  the  invisible.  In  fact,  every 
child  of  God  has  invisible  allies  upon  whom  he  may 
call  in  the  time  of  spiritual  warfare. 

1 —  Your  allies  are  those  with  whom  you  have 
a  formal  agreement  to  help  you. 

2 —  Our  allies  are  our  friends. 

3 —  Our  allies  are  on  our  side. 

4 —  They  are  a  very  present  help  in  trouble. 

A — The  nations  of  the  world  are  seeking  allies : 

1.  The  United  States  of  America — Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  Israel,  and  other  nations  she 
can  get. 

2.  The  U.S.S.R.  is  seeking  Arab  nations  for 
allies. 

B — The  Holy  Bible  tells  us  that  the  prophet  Elisha 
had  invisible  allies. 

1.  The  King  of  Syria  warned  against  the  King 
of  Israel,  and  planned  to  ambush  him  at  the 
intersection  of  a  certain  road.  But  God  tele- 
vised the  scheme  to  Prophet  Elisha,  and 


told  him  to  tell  the  King  of  Israel  not  to 
pass  that  way. 

2.  The  King  of  Syria  did  not  know  what  was 
going  on.  He  called  in  his  army  officers  to 
see  if  there  was  a  traitor  among  them.  The 
officers  said  no.  Elisha,  the  prophet,  sees 
and  hears  all  of  your  plans  and  warns  the 
King  of  Israel  not  to  pass  this  way.  The 
King  of  Syria  sent  a  military  expedition  of 
ten-thousand  soldiers  at  night  to  surround 
the  little  town  of  Dotham;  and  arrest  Elis- 
ha and  bring  him  dead  or  alive.  Early  the 
next  morning,  Elisha's  servant  started  for  a 
walk  and  walked  into  an  army  of  ten-thou- 
sand men  with  spears,  swords,  horns  and 
chariots.  The  servant  ran  back  into  the 
house  screaming,  Elisha,  Elisha,  what  shall 
we  do? 

The  Syrian  army  has  surrounded  the  town 
and  is  coming  to  arrest  you.  Don't  be  afraid; 
there  is  another  army  out  there  that  you 
haven't  seen. 

Elisha  prayed  and  asked  the  Lord  to  let  the 
young  man  see  his  invisible  allies,  the  army 
of  God.  He  looked  and  behold  the  mountains 
around  the  little  town  were  full  of  God's 
army.  The  Syrian  Army  has  surrounded  the 
town,  but  God's  invisible  army  had  sur- 
rounded the  surrounder.  When  the  young 
man  looked,  he  saw  chariots  of  five  drawn 
by  horses  of  fire,  driven  by  angels  of  fire, 
holding  in  one  hand  reins  of  fire  and  in  the 
other  hand  swords  of  fire,  pulling  on  bits 
of  fire.  They  came  to  save  Elisha.  Every 
child  of  God  has  invisible  armies.

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THE  LANE  CREEK  MISSIONARY 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
AND  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY

The  74th  annual  session  of  the  Lane  Creek  Mis- 
sionary Baptist  Association  and  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Auxiliary  convened  at  the  Oak  Grove 
Church,  Harrisburg,  October  22-23-25,  1970.  The 
Reverend  H.  E.  Johnson,  host  pastor.  The  associa- 
tional  meeting  was  presided  over  by  the  moderator, 
Rev.  A.  J.  Brewer. 

The  Reverend  C.  C.  Craig,  Assistant  to  the  Exec- 
utive Secretary,  introduced  the  keynote  speaker,  Dr. 
A.  J.  Ryans,  who  spoke  on  the  theme  of  the  asso- 
ciation "The  Church's  Response  to  the  challenge  of 
the  Seventies".  He  stated  that  the  church's  response 
to  the  challenge  of  the  seventies  is  the  same  as  it 
has  been  down  through  the  ages.  The  church  is  out 
of  business  when  there  are  no  challenges.  He  con- 
cluded his  message  by  saying  that  it  takes  a  dyna- 
mic church  to  face  the  seventies. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  Reverend  J.  A.  White, 
pastor  of  the  Shiloh  Institutional  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  spoke  on  "Racial  Hate".  He  stated  that 
God  had  made  all  of  us  one  nation  of  one  blood.  If 
Christians  will  love  one  another  as  Christ  loves  us, 
there  would  be  no  racial  hate.  He  concluded  by  say- 
ing that  God  is  the  answer  and  it  is  the  church  that 
has  to  do  something  about  it. 

The  evening  session  was  highlighted  by  a  master 
of  the  trade,  Rev.  C.  C.  Craig,  who  spoke  for  the 
Unified  Program.  He  always  seems  at  his  best  when 
mission  is  involved. 

The  Reverend  M.  C.  Moore,  pastor  of  Red  Spring 
Church,  Mineral  Springs,  delivered  a  spirit-filled 
sermon  at  the  evening  session. 

The  Reverend  David  S.  Cook,  Jr.,  pastor,  Bethany 
Church,  Charlotte,  opened  Friday  morning's  session 
speaking  on  "Stewardship".  He  stated  that  steward- 
ship means  being  responsible  for  something  that  be- 
longs to  someone  else.  He  stressed  the  stewardship 
of  Christ,  and  used  a  marvelous  illustration  from  the 
Bible  of  the  men  whom  Christ  gave  the  talents. 
Reverend  Cook  elaborated  on  this  illustration  and 
gave  an  accurate  account  of  each  man's  work,  ex- 
plaining the  man  with  the  one  talent  who  did  noth- 
ing. He  closed  by  saying  "nothing  from  nothing 
leaves  nothing". 

An  Educational  sermon  followed,  delivered  by  the 
newly  installed  pastor  of  Antioch  Church,  Charlotte, 
Reverend  Preston  Pendergrass.  May  I  say  to  those 
of  you  who  may  not  know  him,  he  is  at  his  best 
anytime  he  is  in  the  pulpit.  He  stated  that  in  the 
school  of  life,  there  is  no  tuition,  no  dropouts ;  only 
flunkouts  because  we  just  don't  want  to  learn  about 
Christ.  There  is  no  speech  or  language  that  Christ 
does  not  understand.  A  Christian  does  not  graduate. 


He  closed  by  saying,  "the  school  bells  of  life  are 
ringing  in  the  school  of  life.  Are  you  going  to  an- 
swer the  bells?" 

The  final  theme  speaker  was  the  Reverend  L.  D. 
Parker,  pastor  of  St.  Luke  Church,  Charlotte,  who 
spoke  on  "Christian  Education".  Education  means 
being  trained,  and  Christian  Education  means 
Christian  Training.  The  Church  owes  it  to  the 
children  to  religiously  educate  them.  He  stated  that 
if  they  were  religiously  educated,  our  world  would 
be  much  better.  Rev.  Parker  gave  a  wonderful  ex- 
planation of  why  we  should  as  Christians  educate 
our  children. 

The  Education  sermon  was  followed  by  a  Memor- 
ial Service  for  the  26  deceased  members  of  the  As- 
sociation 1969-70.  This  service  was  conducted  by 
the  Reverends,  F.  G.  Lowery,  pastor,  First  Mt.  Zion 
Church,  Charlotte;  J.  B.  Crowder,  pastor  of  St.  Da- 
veese  Church,  Mineral  Springs ;  and  H.  L.  Nickleson, 
pastor,  Liberty  Hill  and  Macedonia  Churches.  This 
service  was  a  very  sad  part  of  the  association,  when 
we  recall  those  who  had  worked  with  us  and  God 
had  called  them  from  labor  to  rest.  However  we 
were  all  very  summissive  to  God's  will  and  rejoiced 
as  we  should.  This  service  was  well  carried  out  by 
the  ministers  in  charge. 

The  Friday  evening  session  was  devoted  to  Mis- 
sionary and  presided  over  by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Crowder, 
president  of  the  Missionary  Auxiliary.  Mrs.  Crowder 
made  her  report  of  the  86th  annual  session  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  State  Convention,  held  in 
Goldsboro.  She  gave  a  very  extensive  report,  which 
covered  four  days  and  was  well  given. 

Mrs.  Crowder  presented  the  guest  speaker,  Mrs. 
J.  A.  Little,  a  member  of  the  Elizabeth  Church,  Mon- 
roe. Her  subject  was  "The  Church  and  Its  Mission". 
She  spoke  of  the  church  not  as  a  building  but  as  an 
individual,  because  we  are  the  church.  The  first  step 
of  the  church  is  to  get  right  because  God  is  ready 
and  waiting  to  heal  this  sick  world.  The  church  must 
keep  before  our  young  people  the  idea  of  Christ.  She 
gave  the  church  and  missionary  a  great  challenge. 

Sunday  afternoon  was  Youth  Day.  This  session  was 
presided  over  by  the  Youth  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Je- 
rome J.  Watson,  member  of  Antioch  Church,  Char- 
lotte. There  were  songs  by  many  groups.  The  church 
was  filled  to  capacity  with  youth.  The  guest  speaker 
was  Mr.  Preston  Wiley,  Acting  Executive  Director 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Commission  of  Char- 
lotte. He  spoke  from  the  theme  "Youth  Wants  To 
Know  About  The  Challenge  of  The  Seventies".

PRIVATE  HOME  WORKERS 
EMPLOYERS  MUST  FILE  REPORT 

"Any  person  who  pays  a  worker  as  much  as  $50 
cash  in  a  calendar  quarter  for  services  in  a  private 
home  must  report  these  earnings  and  pay  the  so- 
cial security  taxes,"  Robert  A.  Flynn,  Social  Secur- 
ity District  Manager  in  Raleigh  said  recently. 

Many  employers,  and  employees,  do  not  realize 
this  is  a  compulsory  provision  of  the  law.  Many,  be- 
lieve the  coverage  of  work  in  a  private  home  is  vol- 
untary, Flynn  pointed  out. 

Wages  of  $50  or  more  from  any  one  employer  dur- 
ing a  calendar  quarter  are  covered  under  social  se- 
curity and  the  employee  receives  the  same  credit  on 
his  social  security  earnings  record  as  a  person  work- 
ing in  a  business  establishment.  The  protection  is 
the  same  for  him  and  his  dependents  in  case  of  re- 
tirement, death  or  disability.  It  is  important  that 
employers  of  household  workers  report  the  wages 
paid  to  the  employees.  Records  are  needed  to  make 
the  proper  reports  easier,  Flynn  said.  They  do  not 
need  to  be  elaborate  but  should  show  the  names  of 
the  employees,  their  social  security  numbers,  dates 
worked  and  the  amount  of  wages. 

The  quarterly  reports  are  filed  with  Internal  Re- 
venue Service  and  are  due  by  the  end  of  the  month 
following  the  end  of  the  calendar  quarter.  For  exam- 
ple, the  quarterly  report  covering  July,  August  and 
September  is  due  by  October  31. 

A  simple  form  is  provided  by  Internal  Revenue 


Service  to  use  in  reporting  wages  of  household  em- 
ployees. Any  employer  who  has  not  taken  the  neces- 
sary action  to  obtain  the  reporting  forms  should  get 
in  touch  with  either  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
or  their  local  social  security  office,  Flynn  said.  The 
Raleigh  Social  Security  office  is  located  at  310  New 
Bern  Avenue,  Room  308.  Phone  755-4110.

"WORST  TRAGEDY  IN  LIVING  MEMORY" 
SAYS  PAKISTAN'S  AMBASSADOR  TO  U.  N. 

FOLLOWING  AFTERMATH  OF  CYCLONE 
Agha  Shahi  on  CBS  News'  "World  of  Religion" 
on  CBS  Radio 

"By  all  accounts,  the  disaster  in  East  Pakistan  is 
the  worst  tragedy  in  living  memory,  or  perhaps  in 
this  century."  Agha  Shahi,  the  Pakistanian  Ambas- 
sador to  the  United  Nations,  made  this  statement  to 
CBS  News  Correspondent  Reid  Collins  in  New  York 
on  Thursday,  November  19,  on  the  CBS  News  "The 
World  of  Religion"  broadcast  on  the  CBS  Radio  Net- 
work. 

The  Pakistanian  diplomat,  in  an  exclusive  inter- 
view, commented  on  the  religious  implications  of 
the  tragedy's  aftermath  which  brought  death  and 
destruction  to  countless  thousands  when  a  cyclone 
and  tidal  waves  smashed  through  his  country's  east- 
ern coastal  regions. 

"The  people  of  East  Pakistan  strongly  take  death 
into  account  as  part  of  the  inevitable  order  of 
things.  And  they  believe  that  what  cannot  be 
averted,  must  be  endured,"  the  ambassador  noted. 
"The  common  people  live  very  close  to  nature,  and, 
thus,  are  very  familiar  with  the  facts  of  death. 
Death  is  a  part  of  their  life  and  they  accept  it." 

Agha  Shahi  observed  that  a  majority  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  stricken  area  are  fishermen  who 
constantly  brave  the  treacherous  storms  in  the  Bay 
of  Bengal. 

The  U.  N.  Ambassador  reported  that  his  govern- 
ment has  already  mobilized  its  entire  naval  force 
for  local  rescue  operations,  treating  the  gravity  of 
the  project  "as  a  major  war  operation." 

Public  apathy  to  death  on  the  other  side  of  the 
world  —  outside  of  one's  own  country  —  had  special 
significance  for  the  foreign  dignitary. 

"Modern  technology  and  affluence  make  people 
always  look  towards  the  enjoyment  of  those  things, 
and  forget  the  basic  facts  of  life,"  he  said.  "But,  for 
us,  it  strikes  with  a  very  strong  impact.  It  reaf- 
firms how  precarious  life  really  is,  and  how  it  hangs 
on  a  single  thread." 

"So,"  he  concluded,  "when  we  think  of  such  a 
tragedy  which  has  wiped  out  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people  —  almost  in  an  instant  —  you  realize  that 
you  are  not  one  of  the  victims  and  at  the  same  time 
become  aware  of  feelings  of  sympathy  for  those  who 
are  afflicted  and  deserving  of  all  the  support  and 
assistance  that  you  can  personally  give  them." 

The  award-winning  "The  World  of  Religion" 
weekly  broadcast  is  produced  by  Larry  Nathan.
